GoUlemen  of  the  :Autmhly — I  thank  you  for  the  honor  you 
have  oonfierrea  upon  me  by  selecting  me  to  preside  over  your  de- 
liberations.

all.  IF  their  administration  by  myself  shall  be  characterised  by 
firmness  without  severity,  and  by  strict  Impartiality,  I  shall  ex- 
pect and  ibel  assured  that  I  shall  reoelvs  your  cordial  eo-opera- 
tlon  and  support. 

In  all  yoor  deliberations  I  humbly  implore  the  guidanoe  of  that 
Almighty  Power  without  whose  fitror  all  hittoan  ^Ibrt  Is  ana- 
TaiIi]^;8o  that  at  the  end  of  the  session,  we  shall  be  Bbl«  to  pie- 
sent  a  record  of  acts  which  will  reflect  cni\t  upon  onnelves  and 
promote  the  well-being  of  this  great  and  growi^  State.

by  the  Speaker,  then  draw  from  the  box,  without  looking  Into  it, 
one  ballot  and  haild  the  same  to  the  Speaker,  who  shall  examine  ' 
It  and  hand  it  to  the  Clerk,  who  shall  announce  to  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  the  name  written  upon  it,  and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  shall 
.  then  call  In  /he  member  tiius  designated,  who  shall  forthwith 
choose  a  seat,  andSlt  In  ft  until  the  drawing  be  closed,  under  the 
penalty  of  forfeiting  the  seat ;  then  when  one  seat  shall  have  been 
thus  chosen,  and  the  choice  annonnced  by  the  member  choosing 
to  the  Clerk,  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  by  the  Ser 
geant-at-Arms  to  the  members  without  the  bar,  and  not  before 
another  ballot  shall  be  drawn  and  another  choice  made  in  the 
m^ner  designated  above ;  and  the  same  process  shall  be  repeated 
nntll  the  Speaker  shall  announce  that  all  the  names  have  been 
drawn,  or  all  the  seats  chosen,  and  a  session  be  held  at  3}  o'clock 
this  afternoon  for  such  drawing.

A  message  from  the  Goremor  was  received  and  read,  in  ^ 
words  following,  to  wit : 
To  the  Seaale  aad  Auembly  : 

Ton  are  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  framing  such  laws  As  ar« 
demanded  by  the  interestsof  the  people  of  the  State  of  New-York. 
^nie  Constitution  invests  you  with  the  power,  and  imposes  upon 
yon  the  duty  of  sdoptiug  measures  to  promote  edacation,  to  re- 
strain vice,  to  panish  crime,  to  protect  the  rights  of  persons  and 
laoperty,  and  to  advance  the  welfare  of  this  great  commonwealth, 
eompdsed  of  more  than  three  millions  of  citizens. 

The  Almighty  Ruler  of  the  Universe  has  during  the  past  year 
dgnally  favored  our  people,  and  tiestowed  upon  them  the  bless- 
ings of  liealth  and  freedi^m  from  wars  or  civil  convulsions.  The 
labcffs  of  the  husbandman  have  received  abundant  returns  :  our 
arti2ans  have  been  constantly  and  profitably  employed  :  our  manu- 
faotorers  have  saceessfully  conducted  their  varied  pursuits :  and 
the  commerce  of  our  State  has  extended  itself  far  beyond  its  for- 
mer limits.  May  Sirloe  wisdom  so  gnide  your  counsels,  that 
they  shall  tend  to  the  advancement  of  religion  and  learning ;  to 
the  promotion  of  llljerty  and  order ;  and  to  the  general  welfare  of 
those  whom  you  represent.  The  duties  which  are  now  imposed 
vpon  you  are  complicated  and  important.  There  will  be  required 
on  your  part  the  exercise  of  firmness,  wisdoi%  and  integrity,  to 
fffeserve  the  high  character  heretofore  held  by  this  State,  and  to 
maintain  the  prosperity  which  tiow  pervades  every  department  of 
its  social  and  industrial  organization. 

The  history  of  New-Tork  has  been  an  honorable  one  from  the 
earliest  period.  While  the  ellizens  of  otlier  states  have  with 
.  pious  reverence  preserved  the  memory  of  the  incidcDts  of  their 
early  settlements,  too  little  attention  has  been  bestowed  on  the 
more  varied,  and  in  many  respects  more  interesting  Immigration 
to  the  shores  of  the  Hudson.  Drawn  as  it  was  from  most  of  the 
enlightened  nations  of  Europe,  it  established  here,  at  an  early 
day,  the  best  principles  of  civil  and  religious  freedom  then 
known  to  the  world.  From  the  first  hour  of  the  settlement  of 
this  State,  all  who  desiiw}  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of 
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Its  fertile  B611  and  ample  territories,  or  of  the  great  nataral  ad- 
rafitages  of  Its  position,  were  cordially  welcomed,  without  refer- 
ence to  the  lands  of  their  birth  or  the  peenliarities  ot  their  creeds. 
Oar  State  has  always  presented  the  gratifying  spectacle  of  a'proa- 

SeMtU  and  harmonious  comtnunity,  composed  of  'those,  or  the 
eseendaots  of  those,  who  came  from  hostile  lands,  where  nation- 
al distinctions  or  differences  of  faith  were  regarded  as  sufficient 
nounds  for  continued  warfare  or  religious  persecution  ;  btit  who 
'  hare  learned  under  onr  free  and  beneficent  institutions,  the  ad- 
vantages of  toleration,  and  the  unworthiness  of  national  or  secta- 
rian prejudices. 

if  ot  only  were  different  portions  of  Xew-York  originally  settled 
by  emigrants  from  the  several  coontries  of  Eorope,  but  the  repre- 
sentatives of  every  European  people  are  now  scattered  broadcast 
over  DOT  whole  State.  The^e  is  no  civilized  language  which  is 
not  used  at  the  fireside  of  some  of  onr  citizens,  or  which  ]?  not, 
on  each  returning  Sabbath,  poored  forth  in  prayer  and  thanlts- 
gtring  to  the  God  of  all  nations  and  of  all  climes.'  When  we 
cease  to  feel  a  just  pride  in  our  freedom  irom  natioDal  pr^odices 
or  religious  bigotry,  we  shall  show  to  the  world  that  we  are  less 
wise,  humane,  and  tolerant,  than  thotia  who,  two  hnndred  yean 
since,  first  established  here  the  inetitotifws  of  religion  and  lawa. 
The  prosperity  and  greatness  of  New-York  are  the  restUts  f^ 
labor,  skill,  intelligence,  and  ciriliKation  dawn  from  the  moit 
direraified  sources,  as  its  population  is  composed  of  those  of  the 
mttft  varied  nttiooality  and  lineage. 

During  the  period  of  our  connectioD  with  Great  Britain  the 
proTlncial  assemblies  of  New-Tork  were  the  first  to  assert  the 
great  principles  of  popular  rights,  and  of  civil  liberty,  in  con- 
stant and  steady  resistance  to  the  efEbrts  of  the  oolonial  govern- 
ments to  establish  and  extend  the  pretended  pi*»ogatires  of  the 
crown.  The  rights  of  the  people  were  clearly  asserted  and  boldly 
maintained ;  and  when  the  period  of  the  revolutkni  arrived  oar 
citizens  were  prepared  to  defend  their  liberties,  not  Irom  the 
influence  of  p^ion  or  excitement,  but  because  they  clearly  un- 
derstood and  appreciated  ihe  nature  and  consequences  of  threat- 
ened enroachments. 

Throughout  the  xevolutionary  struggle  onr  territories  were  Uie 
scenes  of  its  most  important  events.  New-Tork  waa  assailed  by 
all  the  varied  forms  of  warfare  under  the  control  of  the  British 

SDvenunent,  which  attacked  our  commerce  and  seaports  with  its 
eets  and  invaded  the  northern  section  of  oar  State  with  itsdisei- 
plined  armied,  while  its  savage  allies  desolated  oor  frontier 
Settlements  with  the  torch  and  the  tomahawk. 

It  is  remarkable  that  our  public  spirit  has  not  yet  [Hompted 
US  to  follov  the  example  of  other  states  in  commemorating  by 
Boitable  memorials  and  monuments,  tiw'Servioea  and  saeri&oes  of 
DOC  fore&thers,  or  la  exciting  ^«  patriotism  of  our  clUsens  sod 
Ot  a  distant  posterity,  by  reminding  tbem  that  our  own  tettltoriei 


bmbaen  the  socmec  of  erantaof  anch  de^  latereitand  national 

imporUnce. 

The  a.rst  Constitatioxi  of  this  State,  adopted  before  our  national 
iadependence  lisd  been  saccessfulljr  asserted,  erinoeB  in  evety  pn>> 
▼isoa  how  thoroughly  oar  citizens  at  that  day  understood^  their 
personal,  civil  and  constltalional  rights.  Tci  the  statesmanship  of 
New-York  is  the  zuOion  largely  Indebted  for  the  essential  provis- 
ions and  wise  restrictiooa  of  power  eontained  in  the  amendments 
to  the  GonsUtation  of  the  United  States.  When  thehistory  ot  our 
Btite  shall  be  Jkithfully  written,  and  the  importance  of  the  occur- 
teneea  which  marlL  its  progress  shall  have  been  tested  by  time 
Nev-York  will  be  found  to  have  occupied  a  more  Important  po- 
tttba  than  has  been  claimed  by  its  sons,  or  accorded  by  the  citl- 
xens  of  other  States. 

Thoi^h  the  war  of  the  revolotlon  allowed  to  oor  pei^le  bat 
httte  leisure  during  its  pn^resa  to  improve  tlie  Jurispmdence  iMT 
the  State,  prlmc^eiilture  and  entaila  were  extinguish^ — militarj 
'  tenores  trere  aboUslied — the  right  of  petition  was  firmly  jKcured 
— and  the  great  principles  of  civil  liberty  were  relieved  from 
.the  resttaists  which  a  monarchical  goveronient  had-  imposed. 
When  peace  permitted  the  full  extension  of  the  republican  prin- 
ciple, and  onr  Btatesmen  and  jurists  assembled  in  the  majesty  of 
tbdr  reprcsentatlTe  character,  the  improvement  of  our  jurisprn- 
deaee  advanced  with  a-iapidity  unequalled  by  any  of  the  States. 
Oor  judiciary,  who  have  ever  been  distingnishedfor  their  leam> 
Ing,  thur  piobity,  and  their  capacity,  joined  fully  and  warmly  the 
le^atire  councils  in  editing  our  laws  to  onx  condition.  Im- 
bued with  the  same  spirit,  Uiey  expound^  the  statutes  and 
monlded  the  principles  of  the  common  law  so  aa  to  give  the  ut- 
moat  expansion  to  justice  ahd  liberty.  , 

The  great  work  of  reconstructing  the  whole  body  of  statutory 
laws,  of  condensing,  simpiifylog  and  reducing  them  to  a  Bystem, 
on^nated  in  this  State ;  and  its  successful  completion  received 
the  applause  of  the  most  distinguished  statesmen  of  other  eoun- 
trin.  It  is  justly  regarded  as  a  monument  of  labor  and  ability, 
and  bu  rendered  an  important  service  to  the  mass  of  our' people 
by  nukjiig  onr  laws  more  accessible  and  familiar. 

Oor  State  was  the  first  to  establish  a  permanent  and  compre- 
benstre  system  of  popular  education.    It  has  been  foremost  iuthe 
mrb  of  internal  improvement  designed  to  £aciliiate  commerce 
Mud  Intercommiinication  and  to  advance  the  wealth  and  pros- 
parity  of  onr  pet^le.    The  first  steamboat  was  launched  upon  Its 
WBten — the  first  eanal  of  any  ext^t  upon  this  continent  was  ex- 
cavsted  npoB  its  soil,  and  united  the  vast  inland  seas  of  our  cona- 
mr  with  the  Atlantic  ocean.    Long  lines  of  railroads  thread  our 
nlliea  orervome  rocky  barriers,  and  extend  the  advantages  of 
eofnmereial  interootirse  to  the  most  secluded  recesses  of  onr  land. 
Tbe  saeceasfol   aotilevements  of  our  State  heretofore,  and  the 
amjgpen^  wbiteh  it  now  esjoys,  ue  attributable  not  only  to  tti* 
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enterprise  and  sagaeitj'  vhlch  l^ave  saggested  great  tmdertakings, 
bat  also  to  the pradence&nd  economy  of  its  legislation,  and  the  offi- 
cial parity  and  stern  devotion  to  the  public  Interests  on  the  part 
of  those  Trho  were  entrusted  vilh  their  management.  These  im- 
proTcments  have  not  been  the  results  of  speciilatiTe  excitements, 
or  of  profuse  expenditure.  On  the  contrary^  when  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  prudent  economy  have  been  overlooked,  or  the  Interests 
of  persons  or  of  localities  hare  been  more  regarded  than  the 
public  welfare,  our  progress  has  been  disastrously  impeded'. 

This  brief  review  of  some  prominent  events  has  been  present- 
ed to  animate  oar  citizens  and  their  representatives  with  the 
patviotio  purpose  of  making  the  annals  ot  the  future  as  honora- 
ble as  the  history  of  the  past. 

The  Constitution  Imposes  upon  you  the  duty  of  guarding  the 
Interests  and  promoting  the  welfare  of  a  State  that  has  attained 
this  high  degree  of  prosperity  and  greatness.  It  will  afford  me 
great  pleasure  to  co-operate  with  you  in  all  measures  which  will 
promote  the  Interests  of  our  State  and  b«  beneficial  to  Its  popula- 
tion. 

The  abstracts  accompanying  the  annual  report  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Common  Schools,  will  show  their  present  condition, 
and  the  amount  of  money  apportioned  for  their  use  during  the 
coming  year.

The  subject  of  oofflmon  school  education  at  this  time  attracts 
a  large  ^laie  of  attenUon.  Many  poblic  spirited  citizens 
'  have  inteiAted  themselves  in  derising  and  promoting  mea- 
sures to  extend  the  advaDtages  of  edacation — to  improve  its  s;s> 
terns — to  elevate  its  character,  and  to  adapt  it  to'  the  wants 
of  those  eng^ed  in  the  different  pursuits  of  life.  We  have  rea- 
son to  hope  that  their  labors  and  investigatioDS  will  lead  to  the 
adoption  and  practical  saceess  of  measores  which  will  be 
prodoctive  ot  decided  advantages.  A  nnmber  of  academies 
bare  recently  been  established  in  different  sections  of  Onr  State, 
and  the  numerous  'attendance  of  pupils  shows  that  the  beDcflts 
of  edacation  are  generally  appreciated.  The  ftt&oe  of  the  teacher 
is  held  in  much  greater  esteem  than  it  was  a  few  year  since.  The 
influence  of  the  Normal  school  is  felt  throughout  the  State,  as  It 
famishes  an  increasing  body  of  teachers  whose  superior  zequiie- 
.  ments  and  competency  have  shown  the  great  advantages  of  well 
edaeated  and  tboronghly  prepared  instructors. 

I  feoommend  the  separation  of  the  office  of  Superintendent  of 
Common  Schools  from  that  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  estab- 
lishment of  a  distinct  department  devoted  to  the  interests  of  edn- 
eation,  is  calculated  to  give  more  prominence  to  the  subject,  and 
to  elevate  it  in  public  estimation.  Every  effort  shonld  be  made 
to  harmonize  our  system  of  iostruction-to  do  away  with  the 
impression  that  our  colleges  and  academies  are  institutions  of 
learning  distinct  from,  if  not  in  some  degree  antagonistic  to  onz 
common  schools.  This  measure  would  also  facilitate  the  estab- 
lishment of  agricultural  or  mechanical  colleges,  designed  f<Nr  in- 
stroetion  in  the  practical  sciences. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  his  last  annual  report,  I  suggest  the  propriety  of  estab- 
lishing State  scholarships  in  our  higher  institutions  of  learning, 
for  the  pnrpose  of  educating  young  men  for  principals  of  union 
and  hi^  schools ;  and  that  the  advantages  of  the  endowments  be 
conferred  upon  meritorious  pupils  in  the  different  counties  or 
Assembly  districts.  If  this  syatem  is  adopted,  it  will  serve  Ihe 
doable  purpose  of  elevating  our  common  schools  and  of  promot 
ing  merit—^nd  at  the  same  time  afford  aid  to  our  colleges  In  a 
maaner  free  &om  the  objections  whioh  exist  in  the  minds  ol 
many,  to  giving  the  pnblic  funds  to  institutions  which  are  sup- 
posed to  benefit  only  a  small  portion  of  the  community. 

The  A^lnm  ibr  the  Training  and  Education  of  Idiotic  and 
Imbecile  Childnn,  has  daring  the  last  ;ear,  continoed  its  sne- 
MMfol  progwM,  and  has  inv^rated  the  hope*  and  eonflnaedtlia 
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ezpeetatiODS  of  those  citizens  who  had  ftilh  is  th«  power  of  dls- 
dpliae  to  develop  the  ikculties.  of  this  Jiaplesa  class.  -  Their 
gradual  advance  from  the  lowest  d^rees  of  Imbecilitj,  to  a  ca- 
pacity for  self-contrtd  aod  for'  the  acqiiisitloii  of  the  ordinsry 
branches  of  an  English  education,  has  been  of  nmark^e  u  it 
has  been  encouraglag.  ■ 

Numeroos  applications  from  every'  quarter  of  the  State,  for  the 
admission  of  pupils,  have  been  nnsnccessful,  in  consequence  oi 
tlie  Want  of  room  for  their  accommodation.  The  a;ppR>priatida 
made  at  the'last  session  of  the  Leglslatnre  for  the  erection  of  a  ' 
oaitable  bailding,  was  found  to  be  inadequate  for  the  purpose  ; 
and  although  the  trustees  have  procured  a  site,  they  hare  Very 
pniperly  abstained  from  enteiing  into  further  engagements  that 
would  biTolve  expeDdltures- beyond  the  amount  directed  by  the 
L^^Ulatore.  In  thtix  annual  report  they  will  present  a  fml  ao- 
ooaot  of  their  proeeediQgs  and  of  the  condttimi  of  the  asylom; 
and  the  urgent  reasons  for'  soeh  An  increase  in  the  appropiiatioD 
at  is  necessary  to  Complete  an  edifice,  with  Its  approfH-iate  appnr- 
temncM,  adapted  to  the  object  and  oonnoensurate  with  1^  lin- 
portoQoe. 

I  oan  not  forbear  commending  to  your  most  favorable  conslde- 
ration  this  excellent  charity.  The  strict  economy,  prudence,  • 
fidelity,  and  respect  to  legislative  direction,  with  which  Its  afiUrs 
liave  been-man^edj  furnish  satisfactory  assurance  that  no  more 
will  be  asked  than  is  really  necessary,  and  that  what  may  be 
granted  will  be  fafthfally  and  Judleionsly  applied. 

There  are  at  this  time  446  patients  in  the  State  LtmatlQ  'Asy- 
Inn  at  Utiea,  and  556  in  the  Lunatic  Asyliun  on  Blaekwell's 
Idand.  It  appears  by  the  reports  which  haive  been  snbmitted  to 
me,  that  the  efforts  to  improve  tlie  condition  of  this  unfortunate 
thas  of  persons  have  beed  attended  with  the  usual  degree  of  sne- 
oess.  I  renew  the  recomtnendation  contained  in  my  message  <^ 
last  year  £»  the  establishment  of  another  asylum  in  the  western 
part  of  the  State.  The  accommodations  at  the  asylum  on  Black- 
Well's  Island  and  at  Utloa,  are  Insufficient  for  the  present  number 
of  inmates;  and  admission  has  been  reftised  to  a  large  numb^ 
of  persons. 

There  a»  HI  pupils  in  the  New-York  Asylum  for  the  Blind, 
and  55  persons  afflicted  with  tbe  loss  of  sight  employed  in  teach- 
ing in  the  different  departments,  or  as  optatives  in  the  manufac- 
tories attached  to  tlie  establishment.  It  tjot  only  aSiards  instruc- 
tion to  pupils,  bnt  by  the  employment  which  it  gives  In  Its  work- 
shops sapports  a  lai^e  number  of  blind  persons,  some  of  'Whom 
have  families  dependant  upon  them. 

The  dlreetcos  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  have  de- 
termined to  remove  ft  to  a  more  fovcouble  tdte,  on  which  ftey  afe 
erecting  buildings  which  wfll  contain  ample  accommodations. 
This  instltntlon  conttmies  to  fuMll  the  ol^tsoflts  benevolent 
fmuutos.  ItnoweontainsSSO  pap^0,lWofwh(aaBs1Mneflcla- 
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ifM4f  file  Stete  otf  New-Toik.  In  addittw  to  the  utfeUeotMl 
tD^netiaii  irhidi  tbej  recAJTe,  they  are  also  taught  trades,  wliiflh 
villenftble  tbemto  support  themselres.  .

'  Thtf  Western  HonM  of  Refuge  is  under  the  charge  of  managers 
appointed  by  the  Goreraor  and  Senate;  tha^  in  the  city  of  New- 
Tork  is  under  the  management  of  the  society  for  the  reformation 
of  juvenile  delinquents.  Both  of  thetd  are  c<mtroiled  by  and 
receive  the  care  of  enlightened  and  phll^nthropio  men,  who 
fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  rescuing  youthful  offenders, 
and  of  mtking  them  virtuous  and  useiU  citizens.  He  results  of 
their  labors  are  <^  great  interest  and  importance.  The  histories 
of  those  who  have  been  restrained,  educated  and  aided  by  them 
aflbrd  eloquent  and  touching  testimonials  to  their  value.  Every 
consideration  of  benevolence,  as  well  as  a  due  regard  for  tbe  safety 
<^  society  demand  that  they  should  be  liberally  sostatned.  The 
high  character  of  the  manages,  and  the  motives  which  have  in- 
duced them  to  assume  the  duties  of  their  positions  give  ample 
assurance  that  any  assistance  you  may  give  to  these  establish- 
ments will  be  applied  with  wisdom,  economy  and  fidelity.

Of  these  convicts  101  are  females. 

Statements  showing  the  financial  condition  of  the  prisoni 
are  contained  in  the  reports  which  will  be  submitted  to  you  dur- 
ing the  session  of  tbe  Legislature.  I  am  advised  that  a  contract 
has  been  made  for  the  employment  of  the  lalwrers  in  the  Clinton 
prison,  which  Is  advantageous  to  the  State,  and  will  lessen  the 
expense  of  maintaining  that  establishment.  The  recdpts  for  the 
labor  of  the  oonvicts  at  the  Auburn  prison,  will  be  diminished  in 
consequence  of  the  sickness  of  many  of  them  with  the  small 
pox.    This  disease  is  now  entirely  eradicated. 

•It  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that  ^e  discipline  of  our  prisons  la  so 
well  maintained  and  their  affairs  so  snccessfully  conduoted  nnder 
our  present  defective  system.  The  management  of  these  instita- 
tlona  demands  mental  and  moral  qualities  of  tbe  highest  or- 
der. And  these  are  Inadequate  without  the  advant^es  of  long 
ezperienee  In  the  performance  of  the  complicated  and  diffloolt 
datie*  of  oohtrolllDg  depraved  men — of  maintaining  discipline  and 
order  without  undue  severity — and  of  elevating  them  to  the  oon- 
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ttiQBof  nsardl  aodn^eeUUeinBadMnof  sookty-.  Itfatmpos- 
libU  that  tlie  xeqoiaito  experience  caa  be  obtained  uoder  oor 
pnatrnt  aorsteai,  wM«h  affiudsaniiuuffiideiitcotapauationtDtbe 
c^cerSf  and  rendera  thetennn  of  their  places  dependent  upon  po* 
litinl  changes.  WMle  it  is  true,  that  ondu  oiu^  form  of  gor- 
ctntBHit  official  stations  sboold  oidinarilf  be  held  by  those  who 
tdfeet  the  sentiments  of  tbe  people  with  regazd  to  the  measnrei 
and  policy  of  governmwit,  ou  charitable  hutltatfoQB,  and  thoH 
dcd^ted  for  the  panisfament  of  erijne,  should  be  plaoe^  beyoi^ 
Oeieaeh  of  political  inflneiMies. 

fortonatoly,  our  poblio  eatahliahmentfl  ibr  the  relief  of  bodily 

oc  mutial  iofinuities,  and  for  the  reformation  oS  javenile  delisr 

qouda,  have  by  common  oonBent  been  left  nnder  the  charge  and 

eaBbfUot  e^iabla  and  philanthropioindiTiduala^withootrespcet 

to  &ar  political  sentiments.  Theirsacoessfalmanagemcntandthe 

lUxnl  Bapport  whioh  have  been  accorded  to  them  under  Ihe  inflo- 

oMe  of  pxwUo  sentimeiit,  have  been  jost  occasion  for  State  pride. 

The  sune  pzinciples  of  freedom  from  party  action  which  have 

Msdaed  oiu  asylums  Jbr  tbe  insane,  the  deaf,  tiie  blind  and  the 

idiotle,  and  oor  houses  of  r^ogeibr  juvenile  oS^ders,  so  aacocss- 

fnlfdioaldbe  applied  tooni  prisons  and  penitenthuios.    Hit- 

nwdty,  jnatiee  and  policy  all  dietale  that  our  prisons  which  an 

deaigaed  to  ponish  crime,  to  reform  offenders,  and  to  pioteet  so- 

cietf  &om  violence  and  ontrage,  should  be  rescued  from  the  de- 

itrtMtiTe  infinences  of  party  spirit  and  partizan  pr^adices. 

'  It  qipears  from  a  repc^  anbinitted  to  the  last  Assembly,  by  a 
legisl^TecinnDiittee  appointed  in  1851,  that,  the  average  length 
<«  time  for  whieh  the  wardens  and  agents  have  held  their  offices 
since  1834,  does  not  exceed  eighteen  months,  and  that  the  Sttate 
has  had  tlie  benefit  of  less  experience  in  the  perftomance  of 
the  delicate,  oom^cated  and  important  duties  of  the8<)  sta- 
tieas,  than  is  deuned  neceasary  to  the  sueoessAil  oondact  of 
the  most  simple  business  pursuit  of  life.  It  is  creditable  to  tbose 
who  have  had  the  management  of  the  prisons,  that  they  have 
iMcn enabled  to  moj^t*""  discipline  among  the  convicts,  and  to 
keqi  them  profitably  employed  for  the  State. 

I  suggest  the  propriety  of  allowing  to  convicts  as  a  reward  Ibr 

indMiy  sod  good  ooi^uet,  8(Hne  portion  of  their  earnings  for 

tbebeoefltof  themselves  or  their  &milies.    This  would  beralcu- 

Jtfed  to  animate  them  with  hope — to  create  habits  of  ihreaight  and 

jMndeDe^  and  by  enabling  them  to  assist  their  fimtilicB,  voold 

ealtintb  tbe  better  instincts  of  their  nature.    It  would  also  give 

ttem,  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms  ctf  imprisonment,  some 

jBMiM  t^  Bupportj  until  tiivj  conld  overoome  the  flifficulties  d 

^ftninioK  empIoTment.    In  nomeroos  instances,  disoba^ied  cm- 

ri^araled  to  uw  commisslrai  of  crime  by  the  poverty  and  want 

aMBoneat  upon  Otie  pn^odiees  whi^  eust  agatnat  them.    Hn- 

>^#«  and  Dolioy  allk*  dictate  that  every  eooonragsment  should 

^ijStM  *o  theam  wnfiwtnn*te  peww  to  rftrieve  their  past 

coon. 
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ThB  flonditlMi  aC  Ae  'JaUa  ia  (bit  GKato  ahoold  bs  nud*  tfie 
tabjeet  of  tlHnoi^h  inTeeUgsUon.  Many  of  tb«m  are  nanerlM 
of  crime.  CriB)iBals  an'  oovded  together  without  r^agrd  to  ^«, 
ehaneter  or  the  natniv  of  their  aSaaxm.  Withoot  wiploTmeDt 
and  their  ntlnda  ooeupM  by  topics  of  rice  and  orlme,  thoy  «i« 
Mnd««d  mentally  aod  morally  depraved.  This  mlBerablesyttem 
la  BOt  even  commended  by  coBslderatloiu  of  eoonomy.  Vm 
Albany  PenlteDtiary  whioh  receives  the  eoavicts  o(  a  oertslit 
oIam,  from  a  namber  of  ooontieg,  la  an  (^Jeet  of  interest  to  the 
philaothrbpic  of  other  States  and  of  othw  lands,  fi>r  Its  thoroo^ 
disoii^ine,  its  perfect  ariBBgemeDts,  and  ite  skilful  miAagement. 
It  Is  not  only  self-fostaioii^  bat  it  yields  a  r*vcBue  beyond  its 
expenses.  It  is  bat  necessary  to  contrast  this  uuUtatloa  Vith 
most  at  the  jails  of  onr  State  to  show  that  benerolence,  policy, 
and  eeontKBy  dictate  a  thorm^^h  reformatlrat  in  their  mange- 
menlfl  and  muiagement.  The  average  term  of  eonfinemwit  in 
the  Albany  Penitentiary  is  bat  three  months.  The  inmates  are 
•f  tbat  ioArios  and  degraded  class  vho  are  oommitted  Sar  pet^ 
sets  of  vsgrantty  and  crime. .  Their'  employment  is  confined  to  a 
aimpla  and  tii^le  branch  of  hand  labor,  and  yet  under  BUlfiil  and 
flii|ierienc*d  man^ement  th^  are  made  to  snpport  themsdres, 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  attendants  who  eontrol  them, 
and  the  ezpeosM  incident  to  the  maintenance  of  a  commodlons 
eiUfiee  and  ample  grounds. 

The  donviotions  fi>r  dif^rentoffenoes  during  the  past  year  will 
eloeed  7,060.  Ot  this  Dumber  above  600  have  been  senteneed 
Id  onr  State  prisons.  It  appears  from  an  cxamlnadon  of  oonvie- 
tioBfl  for  a  Bevies  of  years,  that  the  teimase  of  crime  does  not  va^ 
flpQih  the  {ffoportlonal  incvease  of  onr  population. 

I  reooDsmend  a  modifleation  of  onr  criminal  laws  wl^ch  wtil 
gtre  jBdfeial  tribunals  more  power  than  tJiey  now  poseeas  with 
lizard  to  the  terms  of  confinement  in  our  prisons.  The  disdne- 
tkns  between  different  grades  of  crime  oan  be  preserved  wlthont 
egmpeUing  oar  courts  to  infilot  wnteacM  of  great  severity  upon 
oifoncesof  a  comparatively  light  and  venial  character,  becansa 
technically  they  come  within  the  statutory  deflnftlon  of  certain 
oSencM.  By  oar  present  laws  oar  courts  cannot  sentenea  a 
nimln^  who  la  oonvictad  of  burglary  in  the  first  d«gre«,  or  for 
highw^  robbery,  fbr  a  term  of  ImprisonmeDt  less  than  ten  years, 
yet  tn  many  ioslaneas,' these  oAneei  are 'committed  under  eir- 
bomstanoes  Ihr  less  ortminal  than  acta  which  are  punished  by 
two  years  confinement  in  our  prisons  or  a  shorter  period  In  the 
wnmty  Jails.  The  statutory  provisions,  whleh.  In  many  in- 
itanees  oomfkel  the  courts  to  Inflict  more  sevMO  panlshmeDti 
tliai  they  deem  jott,  intcffere  with  the  certainty  of  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws,  and  lead  to  numetociB  applications  to  the 
Ezecutiva  for  paHoB.  Experience  has  shown  that  to  restiata 
oime  leliBBee  most  be  placed  upon  the  certainty  rather  than 
ttpoQ  ihe  severity  of  pojildUBen(.    t^  oonrts  which  try  aim- 
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li>)i,t>»  &r  zooxe  ecK^Ntont  to  detamiiDe.  apoo  Ae  proper  pm>

As  the  reasons 

wUeh  taduee  the  gtantiag  of  pardons  are  not  made  known  to  the 

piUhk,  it  «M«tea  the  belief  that  the  -p^Mlties  of  the  law  may  bt 

ended  Ouough  the  tntcvoeiaion  of  friends  or  from  oonsldeiaUons 

et  trnpathy.      Althoi^  the  nnmber  granted  within  .the  last 

ten  yeuft  bea  not  been  as  great  in  proportl<Hi  to  convictions  as 

b^ine  thi^  period,  yet  the  namber  of  applioattons  and  the  dtt^ 

ftealtMS  <f  dlsoha^lDg  this  daty  have  greatly  increased.    The' 

pnaiatt  oheapness   and  feeility  of  communication,  indnoe  the 

Mends  of  pxisonen  to  nwice  personal  and  repeated  applieations 

to  the  Exeeolive,  under  eiroumstances  both  polnftil  and  embor- 


Ttae  enrolled  militia  of  the  State  nnmber  about  300,000.  The 
CoBrtitatloB  reqnires  that  tho  "  militia  of  the  State  shall  at  all 
tiBies  hereafter  be  arned  and  disciplined  and  in  readiness  for 
a^frlee."  It  also  makes  ample  provisloD  for  its  organization  and 
the  appaiatme&t  of  necessary  officers.  The  long  period  of  peace 
ei^jwi  by  cnr  eoontry,  and  our  freedom  from  dtunestlo  mstor* 
bueea,  have  led  us  to  regard  our  militia  system  with  too  miuh 
ftndiflkMDoe.  Few  are^ware  of  the  extent  to  whioh  it  protects 
ear  citixeDB  in  the  enjf^meot  of  their  proper^  and  the  seeority 
ot  their  peisons. 

lite  Constitution  t^  the  United  States  declares  that,  "•  a  well- 

Mnlated  aiilitia  b^ng  necessary  to  the  security  of  a  free  State, 

thsii^tof  the  people  to  ke^  and  bear  anns  shall  not  be  in* 

fttagad."    An  effieicrat  niilitary  organization  is  <^  constant  sw- 

viee  m  the  lacservatum  of  good  order.    Although  .few  Instances 

occur  where  they  axe  called  upon  to  quell  reeiManoe  to  the  laws, 

y«t  Ihey  serve  at  «11  times  to  overawe  turbulent  or  dtaovderly 

mmitieii]  uf  ouniotj      In  addition  to  the  enrolled  militia,  maay 

eoflipamiesand  regfanenta  have  been  formed  which  are  well  unl.- 

isaed  and  thMooghly  diselpUned.    Tliey  number  nearly  20,000 

aen,  and  wtthont  sabjeetteg  the  State  to  any  expense,  th^  o<Ht- 

sCttots  an.  tapartaoft  part  of  its  exeeatire  power.    Ckaaposed  of  . 

bMSgtat,  acCtwe  and  sespectableBien,  who  have  an  iiitorest  in 

HtgervfiK  tha  good,  order  of  looi^,  they  may  be  relied  upon  at 

all  fimtf  to  sappocM  tantiltt  and  to  enforoe  obedience  to  the  eon- 

sDlBted  mthortii**- 
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ed  to  nduee  tke  mUltia  Uts  to  a  sfitsn  vUflli  «(wld  render 
them  inteUigibk  and  more  easily  enforced.  The  report  sabmit- 
ted  by  the  cqmnussioners  vu  oot  adopted  by  the  Legislature.  I 
coQimead  it  to  your  fhvorable  consideratioD,  as  important  to  pro- 
duce a  thorough  and  efficient  organization  of  the  •militia,  and  to 
carry  opt  the  requirements  of  our  State  Constitution. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  great  pn^resB  has  been  made  in  tb« 
adjustment  of  the  difficulties  in  relation  to  manorial  tJlles,  which 
have  ^Itated  some  sections  of  .our  State  for  many  yeata.  The 
leg^  rights  of  the  landlords  and  tenants  have  to  a  great  extent 
been  determined  by  our  judicial  tribunals,  and  the  ptincipal  ob- 
etaoles  to  n^otiation  between  the  parties  interested  have  been 
removed.  They  have  common  Interests  io  settliog  these  difficul- 
ties, and  In  relievlDg  themselves  from  the  pecuniary,  social,  and 
moral  evils  which  have  l}een  inflicted  on  them  and  on  the  State 
at  large  by  prolonged  controversies.  Since  the  questioot  respect- 
ing titles  have  been  decided,  in  numerous  instances  the  tenants 
have  availed  themselves  of  the  abundance  of  money  and  the  high 
prices  commanded  by  the  productions  of  the  soil,  to  secure  the 
full  ownership  of  their  lands  upon  favorable  terms. 

But  few  instaaoes  of  resistance  to  legal  process  have  recently 
occurred.  An  outrage  having  been  committed  in  the  county  of 
Albany  upon  a  citi^n  while  in  the  discharge  of  aji  official  duty, 
a  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  last  Assembly  requesting  me  to 
communicate  to  them  "  if  any  reward  had  been  offered  for  the 
arrestof  the  offenders,  or  what  measures  had  been  taken  for  t|^ 
apprehension,  and  whether  in  my  judgment  any  ifurther  legisla- 
tion was  necessary  to  prevent  the  recurrence  ot  such  oiUrages,  . 
and  for  the  better  enforcement  of  the  law." 

Having  advised  the  Assembly  what  measures  had  been  taken 
to  arrest  the  offenders,  I  stated  my  reasons  for  not  ofiering  any 
reward  for  their  apprehension,  and  my  opinion  that  no  l^islatlon 
was  necessary  to  secure  the  better  enforcement  of  the  law  when 
resistance  is  made  to  process.  In  many  instances  the  offer  of 
rewards  for  the  apprehension  of  criminals,  creates  an  impression 
in  the^nds  of  those  required  to  execute  process,  that  they  are, 
.  iu  some  degree,  relieved  from  their  duty,  as  it  assumes  that  the  .. 
ordinary  means  of  enforcing  the  law  are  insufficient 

The  statutes  of  the  State  confer  upon  the  sbwifi^  of  the  several 
counties  the  most  ample  powers  to  discharge  the  duties  Imposed 
upon  them.  They  are  authorised,  when  they  appreheud  resistance 
will  be  made  to  the  execution  of  process,  to  command  every 
male  inhabitant  of  tbeir  respective  counties,  oi;any  military  com- 
panies in  such  counties,  to  assist  them  in  overoomlng  aoeh  reaiat- 
ance.  And  every  person  who  shall  refUse  to  assist  is  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  is  subject  to  fine  and  unprisonment.  If  the 
power  of  the  county  is  not  sufficient  to  oifoiee  process,  the  Go- 
vernor can  order  such  military  forces  from  other  comitiea  as  shall 
be  ti«oeeBary.    The  statute  also  provldea  that  "WlumTer  the 
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flonmor  shall  be  ssttefled  tiist  t6«  exeeattm  ct  drilor  ttlmiad 

pnecK  hss  been  finwibly  misted  in  any  comity'  or  oonutieB  <tf 

ftit  State,  by  bodies  of  men,  or  .that  oomMjtatiooB  to  reslBt  the 

vaatioti  of  such  prooen  1^  fraoe, exist  in aoy  sncb  eonn^oT 

eouttes,  and  that  the  power  of  uch  ooun^  or  eoontiea  has  been 

tonted,  aad  is' not  soAeieBt  to  enable  tlw  oflleer  haviog  9110I1 

ptOGOB  to  execute  the  same,  He  iiuiy,<Hi  the  ^>plioati<»i  of  aaoh 

(Acer  or  of  the  district  attcffaey  of  nioh  fiooBty,  or  one  of  the 

iodgn  (^  the  ooonty  ooorts  Uiexeof,  by  procloiaatloD  to  be  pob- ' 

Udwd  in  ttie  State  paper,  aad  \A  stM^  other  p^>wa  as  he  shall 

dtaeet,  dee^ue  saoh  oooaty  or  oonuties  to  be  in  a  state  of  inonr' 

ne&n ;  and  may  ordo'  Into  the  swrloe  of  the  State  such  nmn- 

bct  and  description  of  Tolnnteei  or  unifocm  eompanies,  or  othw 

ndttlia  of  diia  State  as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  to  senre  for  anoh 

tarn  as  he  sball  direet,  and  under  the  vmtmKod  of  sach  offioer 

orofieenashe  shall  UUnk  proper." 

Hie  powers  conferred  by  the  statute  upon  the  Governor  and 
thedMaifEi  of  cotinties^are  so  ample,  tlut,  in  myjodKiQ^tt ' 
ftilon  to  enfbtoe  the  law,  in  eases  oi  KsiBtauoe,  jnsUy  sutjeets 
diem  to  censaie.  The  grant  of  extraordinary  powers  impoaet 
cxtnutdinary  responsibilities,  and  nothing  short  of  Ute  eurtkn 
ot  creiy  power  vested  in  the  sheriffi,  can  relieve  them  fnan  era- 
sue,  ot  prevent  tlieir  .removal  from  office.  Neither  will  s 
fimual  eompliance  with  ^e  law  be  deemed  sufficient.  The  efforts 
to  preserve  the  public  peace,  and  to  bring  offenders  to  Justice, 
Btnt  be  earnest,  energetio  and  persevering.  The  Constitution  of 
Hew-Totk,  requires  *>  that  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  take 
care  that  th»  laws  are  faithfully  executed."  This  duty  I  shall 
rigidly  peif(»in,  pardcolarly  where  the  rights  of  persons  and  pro- 
perty are  endangered  by  violent  or  lawless  proceedings. 

It  in  due  to  the  sheilfi'of  the  eoun^  of  Albany  to  say,  that  in 
die  case  referred  to,  his  duty  was  performed  vigorously  and  suo- 
mrfbOy,  and  the  alleged  oSender  was  arrested.

A  mat  tnuaber  o£  newbanlu  have  recently  been  cmated  in  ^ 

dffe«it  states  of  the  Union.    This  extraordinary  e^wnslon  of 

oareraieDciy,  indleatM  a  highly  speculative  condition  of  iinan- 

cWaiblrf,  wbtofa,  unless  cheeked  iu  due  season,  will  terminate 

to  dfiwtKHia  rerulslDns, 

Ideamedit  my  do^  to  ntom  to  the  last  Legislature,  with  my 
iikfteaoMtoita'b^oomisgi'hyrthhai  which  proposed  to  admit 
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Aesto^of  cities  midcr  «ertsln  Mstrietkms,  to  be  reo^Ted  by 
the  Sapuintflodent  of  tbe  Banking  DepartEunt,  u  seooifties  for 
Aa  redemptton  of  bUls  ibr  olrcnlatjon. 

The  ConstltQtioD  of  New-Yoi^  makes  it  tiie  dn^  of  the  Legi»- 
iataOa  to  restrict  the  power  of  municipal  eorpantiom  to  hatmr 
money,  ec«itract  debts  &nd  loua  their  credit.  If  this  bill  should 
beo<»ue  u  law,  it  woald  cause  a  demand  for  the  stocks  of  our 
cities,  add  largelj  to  4belr  value  In  market,  and  ereAte  «q  Lndaee- 
ment  on  the  put  of  Biimiotpal  corporstloui  to  Incur  d^tsy 
snd  is  therefore  clearlj  in  eoBflict  with  the  purposes  of  the  Con- 
atitDtion. 

It  iB  aUeged  in  &Tor  of  lillovlng'  the  debts  of  citieb  to  b«  and 
as  a  basis  for  bonking,  that  the  stocks  of  thla  State  and  a£  tbe 
United  States,  oatuiot  be  obtained  unlem  s  large  premium  la  paid 
for  them.  It  is  true  these  stocks  eommasd  high  prices  in  the  ' 
money  markets  of  the  world,  but  t^ey  sell  for  no  more  than  th^ 
ore  intrkisioally  woAh.  They  can  be  obtained  at  their  market 
value,  and  ahitough  tlwy  pay  dire^Iy  but  small  interest  to  the 
holden,  the  profits  of  banking  at  thia  time  are  so  great  that  they 
more  tiian  eompeosate  for  any  loss  of  interest  ^n  the  seoutities 
pledged  for  the  redemption  of  their,  notes.  It  is  evident  that  these 
profits  miist  be  limited  either  by  judicious  restraints  or  by  a  mul- 
tiplication of  banks,  which  wUl  endanger  our  whole  flnancial  sja- 
tMn.  No  better  or  safer  plan  can  be  devised  than  that  which  re- 
qoires  the  h%hest  and  beet  security  for  the  bill-holden,  and  it  is 
DO  arguiBeDt  la  &vor  of  cheaper  securities  that  they  will  faeilttate 
t^  establishment  «t  new  banks,  and  (hns  inflate  the  curreney  of 
the  oonntry.  Although  the  inoreiise  of  business  makes  more  c^d- 
tat  necessary  tn  condncting  it,  a  large  proportion  of  the  imdeUed- 
ness  to  th«  banks  at  this  time,  and  the  great  amount  of  lUU  in 
olioalation,  ore  the  results  of  speculattre  rather  than  logltioiate 
boshiefls  demands. 

The  slocks  of  this  State  and  of  tite^nazal  govennunt  have  a 
nine  in  the  commercial  markets  of  Uw  world,  and  will  therefore 
(hmfsh  a  secori^  fot  the  redemptton  of  tbe  bills  at  periods  wb«i 
we  snflbr  from  ilDancial  revulsions ;  while  the  sto^s  of  onrelties, 
having  only  local  value?  and  mdcets,  will  be  mora  sSteted  by  &a 
monetary  condiUon  of  the  country.  If  our  banking  laws  are  mo- 
dified to  admit  of  the  use  of  cheaper  uid  inlbrior  securities:,  they 
will  of  course  be  selected.  I  deem  it  exceedingly  haeardoas  at 
ills  period  of  speculative  excitement  and  pecuniary  expausioa,  to 
diminish  tbe  seoori^  of  tbe  bill-holder,  or  to  inoreasa  the  mo- 
tives for  the  establishment  ot  banking' instltwtlons,  w4iledt  arer  al* 
ready  mnUlplying  to  an  ui^reoedentod  eltoit. 

If  Ae  Constitution  of  tiicSOate  shall  be  amended  for  tbe  pniv- 
pose  of  borrowli^  money  to  be  expended  opcm  the  oanidst^  iktt* 
will  be  an  additional  amount  of  State  stockvissnedy  whiobeuibe 
used  under  our  present  law«,  as  a  basis  fiir  hanking.  Tbh  will 
supply  Oe  disinnid  ftr  these  Beauitlies^  while  tbe  teeomiy  of  tfw 
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State  will  be  beneflted  by  the  additional  pMmfum  on ,  the  stoeki , 
whMi  the  demand  ereatea. 
2  recotnmend  a  inodificatjon  of  the  vsary  laws  in  certain  eases. 

Tliey  are  designed  to  protect  the  improvident  or  nnfortunate  . 
from  the  exactions  of  the  grasping  and  sordid,  and,  in  nnmerons 
Instaneea,  they  aerre  a 'valuable  purpose.  Bat  the  severity  of 
thcM  laws  is  freqnently  injurions  in  our  larger  cities.  The  city 
1^  New-York  is  now  the  financial  center  of  the  United  Statea, 
as  it  wiU  ultimately  become  that  of  the  commercial  world.  The 
legal  restraints  which  compel  the  parties  to  resott  to  Indirect 
measoreg.  in  their  monied  transactions,  are  attended  with  great 
evils  and  enabarrassments  to  commerce.  It  is  believed  onr  pre- 
sent usury  laws  may  be  modified  in  certain  cases,  without  dratroy- 
Ing  the  |»t>tectlon  they  are  designed  to  afford  against  extortion 
and  oppression. 

Appiefaensions  have  been  expressed  by  those  engaged  in  the 
>«<nnmeree  of  the  city  of  New-Torb,  that  the  eccroachmentg  by 
pfets,  which  tuve  been  made  npon  the  harbor  of  that  city,  are 
talenlated  to' create  dangerous  obstructions,  to  diminish  its  con- 
irenienee,  and  to  make  it  Inaceessihle  to  large  vessels.  The  sqI>- 
jeet  is  one  demanding  your  attention,  as  it  affects  not  only  the  in- 
terests of  that  city,  but  of  the  entire  State  and  country.  The  con- 
trol of  the  harbor  of  New- York,aud  the  title  to  its  expanse,  belong 
to  this  State  and  New-Jersey.  It  is  the  termin^of  our  great  sys- 
tem of  internal  improvements,  the  point  from  which  the  produe~ 
tions  of  onr  counti?  are  sent  to  foreign  or  domestic  markets.  The 
people  of  the  State  are  deeply  interested  In  preserving  its  conve- 
nienee  and  security,  f<H'  the  purpose  of  acoominodating  the  com- 
merce of  onr  State  and  nation.  I  recommend  the  appointment 
of  a  proper  eonimi9sion,'to  be  composed,  of  capable,  scientific,  and 
impartial  men,  to  Investigate  this  subject,  and  report  to  you  the 
results  of  fheir  examination. 

In  my  annual  message  to  the  last  Legislature,  I  called  the  at- 
tention of  that  body  to  the  embarrassed  state  of  our  canal  flnaneea, 
and  of  onr  pnblic  works.  At  that  time,  there  was  estimated  to 
be  due  to  contractors,  and  for  land  damages,  more  than  $600,000. 
For  a  large  share  of  this  amount,  drafts  had  been  made  upon 
the  Auditor,  and  protested  for  want  of  funds.  This  was  alike 
imjnst  to  the  pablic  creditors,  and  disreputable  to  the  State. 

For  the  purpose  of  paying  the  debts  due  to  the  contraotoit, 
to  prevent  a  suspmsiou  (^  labor  on  our  unfinished  eanals,  and  to 
Mcare  their  completion,  I  arged  the  legislature  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the'  protested  drafts  and  for  other  pressing  de- 
mands, and  thus  relieve  the  surplus  revenues  from  the  Hens 
.  which  these  liabllttieS  created  upon  them ;  I  also  advised  appro- 
{viations  for  immediate  improvements  on  the  Erie  canal,  and 
fte  adoption  of  messnres  to  seenre  the  eomplenon  of  our  unfin- 
ished public  works,  by  the  establishment  of  a  system,  '^hloh 
mnld  secure  the  applieatioD  of  at  least  91,000,000  anmi^y,  tut 
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tiwt  jforpose.    1 8uggoete4  that  this  sum  eoald  be  second  eUhw 
by  taxation  or  by  loan,  or  by  an  amendment  to  the  ConstitntioD. 

The  condition  of  our  uimnlshed  canals  made  it  very  impor- 
tant that  immediate  appropriations  ehoold  be .  made  for  their 
benefit.  The  Oenesee  Valley  and  Black  Siver  canals,  were  near- 
ly completed,  and  small  expenditures  would  bring  into  use  long 
lines  of  naTigattoD. 

I  ^Bo  expressed  an  apprehension  that  there  would  be  a  dis- 
astrous div&rsioQ  of  oommeroe  &om  the  £rie  oanal,  unless  im- 
provements should  be  made  in  its  channel,  to  facilitate  the  pat- 
sage  of  bo^ls,  and  enable  those  designed  for  the  enlai^fement  to 
b«  introdoJced,  and  supply  the  want  o(  vessels  oocaaionsd  by  the 
dec^  and  destruction  of  those  heretotbre  in  use. 

Ou  the  5th  of  April  last,  as  no  measures  for  the  relief  <^  our 
canals  or  the  coutractors,  had  been  adopted  by  the  Legislature, 
and  as  its  session  was  drawing  to  a  close,  I  sent  a  communication 
to  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  calUng  their  attention  to  the  repocta* 
of  the  Canal  Conuoissioners  and  the  State  Engineer,  and  urging 
that  the  immediate  completion  of  th;  iD^»ovement6  which  tiiey 
xeoommeoded,  was'  required  by  the  bitetests  and  for  the  security 
of  the  commerce  of  the  &ie  and  Osw^io  canals.  I  tito  advised 
^ppK^riations  for  the  Gen^ee  Valley  and  Slack  Birer  canals. 

The  L^slature  havii^  ^ourned  without  enacting  laws  ne- 
cessary for  the  preservation  of  the  faith  of  the  State,  and  essen- 
tial to  the  public  Welfare,  or  making  provision  for  the  eoBtlna- 
anoe  or  completion  of  our  canals,  I  exercised  the  powercntnuted 
to  me  by'the  Constitution,  and  convened  thetn  again  on  the  day 
alter  their  adjournment.  I  advised.thecontinuance  ef  the  session 
for  a  few  days  "  while  Important  Buttfeots  of  legislation  were  yet 
&mlllar  to  them,  which  would  enable  them  to  perfect  measures 
demanded  by  the  public  good,  and  thus  prevent  great  ii^ury  to 
the  honor  and  interest  of  the  State,  and  save  the  QeG<!Ssity  of  re- 
newed examination  and  discussion  at  a  tuture  day." 

Among  other  subjects,  I  again  called  their  attention  to  the  con- 
dition of  our  public  works,  and  the  embarrasraaent  of  their 
finances.  I  uiged  the  importance  of  making  immediate  appro- 
priations to  secure  essential  improvements  in  the  Erie  and  Oswft- 
E  canals,  as  their  commerce  would  be  seriously  obstructed,  un- 
is  the  improvements  su^ested  in  my  annual  message,  and  re- 
fMoraended  by  the  Canal  CommissionerB  and  the  State  Engineer, 
ifi  their  reports  to  the  Legislature,  should  be  made  at  the  earliest 
furacticahle  period.  These  improvements  would  in  no  d^ree 
conflict  with  their  proposed  enlargement;  on  the  contrary,  th^ 
would  hasten  that  result  by  Increasing  our  domestic  commerce, 
eheapeaing  transportation,  and  augmenting  our  revenues. 

I  also  urged  the  great  injustice  which  would  be  dtme  to  Mie 
citizens  living  tflong  the  unfinished  portteiu  of  the  Genesee  Val- 
ley wd  Bla^  Blvw  oaitalS}  nnlen  inunediate  appropriations 
f»o«l<lb*nMtato««0dthBir«giiipleUaa<    And  ZoaBua«id«il  to 
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&eti  &Vonbl«  iXHisidentfoii,  an  amendment  to  th«  ConstftttliMi, 
M{Knted  In  tlie  Aasemlily,  vhieh  would  enable  the  Legialatnre  to 
brarow  annually, for  six  snoeessire  years,  a  sam,  which,  with  the 
CDiplns  rerennes,  Woold  amount  to  |1 ,500,000. 

Fi^long«d  diBCQBslons  were  had  upon  these  snbjeets.  A  bttl 
WH  ultimately  passed  Increasing  the  State  tax  thrte-fburthi 
oi  a  mill  on  each  dollar,  and  applying  |S31 ,487.47  to  the 
payment'  of  protested  drafts  for  the  amount  due  to  oontraet- 
on  and  &t  land  damages.  The  sum  of  1650,000  was  appro- 
I»iated  to  the  work  on  the  £rie  eanal  enlargement,  the  Black 
Hirer,  Qenesee  Valley,  Cayuga  and  Seneca,  Champlain  and 
Crooked  Lake  canals.  The  conflletmg  views  between  the  two 
Ittanebea  of  the  Legislature  were  harmonized  by  a  committee  of 
eonfovnee,  and  an  amendment  to  the  ConstltuUon  ,  was  passed, 
irtiioh  requires  the  L^slatnre  to  appropriate  annually  for  fonr 
yean,  a  sum  not  eieeeding  (3,250,000,  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
file,  Oswego,  Cayi^  and  Seneea,  and  the  completion  of  the  filack 
Btrer  and  Genesee  Valley  canals,  and  for  the  enla^ment  of  the 
loeks  on  the  Champlain  canal. 

If  tills  amendment  is  adopted,  the  taith  of  the  State  will  be 
pledged fc«  the  payment  of  any  debt  created  under  it;  the  stock 
will  thoefitre  command  a  premium  of  about  twen^  per  cent, 
nvffe  than  was  obtained  for  the  eanal  terenne  certificates  Issued 
■nder  the  law  of  1851,  or  than  can  be  obtained  for  stocks  predt- 
ymted  solely  upon  the  sorploa  revenues.  It  la  also  provided  that 
tiM  eontraets  for  work  and  materials  shall  be  made  with  those 
who  shall  offer  to  do  or  provide  the  same  at  the  lowest  price,  with 
adeqnate  security  for  titeir  performance. 

Aa  the  proposed  amendment  waa  agreed  to  with  remarkable 
unanimity  by  the  members'  of  the  last  L^slatnre,  representing 
all  portions  (tf'  our  State,  and  asa  measure  of  compromise  between 
eonflicting  views  end  sentiments,  I  recommend  Its  adoption  by 
JOB,  and  its  submtsrion  at  an  early  period.  If  thts  ia  done  and  the 
pei^Ie  approve  of  the  amendment,  the  Legislature  can,  at  Its  pre* 
«ent  session,  pass  the  laws  necessary  to  carry  out  its  requirements. 
Hie  eondltlon  of  our  eanals  renders  it  exceedingly  Important 
ttat  a  fixed  and  definite  policy  be  at  onee  adopted  with  r^ard  to 
them. 

I  also  earnestly  recommend  the  measures  for  the'  tem- 
porary improvement  of  the  Brie  and  Oswf^  canals  Which 
I  nrced  upon  the  attention  of  the  last  Legislature.  They 
em  be  made  before  the  opening  of  navigation  next  spring. 
They  wUl  cheapen  transportation,  fhcilitate  the  passage  of 
boats  now  in  use,  and  induce  the  construction  of  new  ones  of 
the  enlai^ed  stae,  and  thus  prevent  the  oontinnanee  of  the  diT«^ 
■isB  of  eommeree  ftom  our  eanals  which  was  pointed  out  by  the 
Cmraiisahmers  in  their  last  annual  report  to  the  Legislature. 
This  dlversJoii  of  commerce  is  doubly  dbastrons.  It  strengthens 
rtr>il  ud  oompetiBg  routes,  i^^e  H  diqihlllhes  tb»  revemflf 
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^^Uoable  to  the  oomplstlon  of  cmr  public  works.  It  inorcatei 
the  liability  of  a  resort  to  direct  taxation  to  pay  our  preseat 
indebtedne^  or  that  which  may  hereafter  be  created.  It  is  of 
great  importance  to  save  the  revenues  from  the  injury  which 
would  be  Inflicted  i^>on  them  by  au  insuffioieacy  of  boats  to  trans- 
port our  domestic  commerce.  It  appears  from  the  report  o}  th* 
State  Ei^neer  that  only  about  $600,000  is  required  to  eeoure  the 
•dvant^es  of  a  great  increase  in  the  capacity  of  our  canals,  aod 
to  avert  the  evils  with  which  we  are  threatened  unless  these  im- 
pTorements  are  toade.  Of  this  amount,  $200,000  would  be  soap- 
plied  as  to  advance  the  oooipletion  of  the  enlargement.  The 
balance  of  $300,000,  whi^h  would  be  temporarily  applied,  would 
be  less  than  one  year's  inferest  on  the  debt  which  it  is  proposed 
to  create,  while  its  application  would  add  at  least  one  half  to  the 
oapauty  of  the  ^rie  and  OswegQ  canals. 

It  appears  from  investigation  that  the  number  and  tonnage  of 
bohts  navigating  our  canals  were  less  last  year  than  io  ISiS. 
This  alarming  result  demonstrates  the  neeessity  for  aldoptlng  im-' 
anediale  measures  to  admit  of  the  new  and  enlarged  vessels. 
Otherwise  the  cost  of  transportation  will  be  increased  and  busi- 
ness diverted  Into  other  cbumels. 

The  Canal  Commissioners  in  their  last  annual  report  state  that 
*'  The  trade  during  the  past  season  has  been  seriously  embarrused 
for  the  want  of  breads  in  the  canal  at  many  points  to  allow  the 
Iwgest  of  the  old  class  of  boats  to  pass  each  other  loaded,  and 
without  the  improvements,  if  the  enlarged  boats  are  brought  into 
use,  it  is  certain  that  these  embarrassments  will  be  multiplied.'' 

"  This  work  can  be  done  at  a  moderate  cost,  so  as  to  allow  the 
enlarged  boats,  not  drawing  more  than  three  and  a  half  feet  of 
water,  to  pass  each  other." 

"  The  State  has  eufTered  largely  in  her  revenues  fbr  the  last 
three  or  four  years,  from  the  uncertainty  existing  as  to  the  future 
Qondition  of  the  canals;  and  as  a  direct  ooneequence,  the  aggre- 
gate tonnage  of  the  boats  has  been  inadequate  to  do  the  busl* 
ness  offered  for  transportation.  For  the  want  of  means  to 
do  the  business  promptly,  freights  have  advanced  for  the 
last  two  years,  in  the  &ce  of  a  reduction  of  tolls,  and  a  lai^ 
trade  of  many  hundred  thousand  tons  has  thus  been  forced  into 
other  ehanuels." 

"  Boats  of  the  old  size  have  not  been  built  in  sufficient  numbos 
to  meet  the  wants  of  the  trade,  becahse  of  the  public,  expectation 
that  the  canal  would  soon  have  capacity  for  larger  boats,' rendw- 
ing  those  of  the  old  size  comparatively  useless." 

The  necessity  for  an  improvement  in  the  channels  of  the  Erie 
and  Osweso  canals,  is  made  more  urgent  by  the  fact  that  durliw 
the  last  summer  a  line  of  enlarged  looks  between  Bu&lo  and 
Albany  was  brought  into  use,  and  the  new  locks  on  the  Oswego 
-canal  will  soon  be  completed.  Boats  of  ihA  enlarged  size  hav^ 
already  paaaed  tbrongh  the  canal  from  Boffalo,  oanjipg  ISOtnUi 


tod  a  f^ieat  umnber  of  this  dan  of  vcosels  will  be  built  tn  the 
coniM  of  the  year.  If  fliey  are  plaeed  od  the  eanal  in  its  ppetetit 
condition^  they  will  iojorioaslf  obetrnet  its  eommeroe.  It  wu 
ttfoposed  la  the  fiist  instanee  meielj  to  lengthen  the  remainiDg 
old  loeks  upon  the  £rie  eanal,  so  that  tbey  wonld  admit  of  the 
pasage  of  boats  twenty-eight  feet  longer  than  those  now  In  oae. 
My  predecessor  in  hia  message  to  the  Legislature  in  1S51,  statea 
that "  the  -lengthening  of  the  locks  rendered  a  ooirespon^g  en- 
laigMuent  of  the  sections  more  neoessary  than  before."  Tbtse 
looks  have  not  only  been  lengthened ,  aa  -was  contemplated  at  that 
time,  bat  they  have  also  been  widened,  and  unless  the  channti  la 
improved  at  osoe,  the  enlarged  boats  will  uof  be  able  (o  pass  each 
other  on  most  puts  of  the  canal.  The  loss  to  the  revenues,  which 
will  be  ooeasioned  by  the  detention  of  boats  and  the  diversion  of 
oommerce,  will  exceed  la  a  single  year  the  expenses  of  making 
the  reqnind  improvements. 

I  also  recommended  ai^ropriations  to  otanplete  the  Black 
River  and  Genesee  Valley  canals.  Only  a  small  amoont  is  re> 
qotred  for  the  purpose,  and  I  teel  that  it  is  dne  to  the  eltlzeas 
faitoested  in  these  works,  that  they  shonld  immediately  be  broi^ht 
into  complete,  nse.  The  appropriations  ooade  to  remove  obstmo- 
tkms  from  the  channel  of  some  of  the  rivers  In  the  northeni  part 
€t  the  State,  have  increased  the  commerce  of  the  canals,  and  have 
proved  beneficial  in  other  respects.  I  commend  thU  class  of 
improvements  to  y oar  favorable  consideration. 

Tbeopinionis  entertained  by  many  that  the  commerce  between 
the  western  and  the  Atlantic  States  is  so  vast,  and  that  the  capa- 
eity  of  the  enlarge  canal  when  completed  will  be  so  great,  that 
it  is  miimportant  how  mnch  is  expended  upon  it.  This  mistaken 
im}nession  is  calcolated '  to  do  great  mischief.  The  commerce  of 
the  western  States  is  Indeed  of  immense  value  and  extent,  and  It 
is  difficnlt  to  estimate  its  increase  when  the  population  of  the 
valley  of  the  Bfisslssippi  shall  be  doubled.  No  one  can  be  more 
dc^ly  imfvessed  than  I  am  with  the  importance  of  this  carrying 
'  trade  to'the  State  of  New-Tork.  It  is  one  of  the  great  sources  of 
onr  prosperity.  It-  creates  the  bosiness  and  wealth  of  our  com- 
mercial emporinm,  and  makes  it  the  centre  of  the  financial  trai»- 
aetioos  of  the  United  States. 

I  believe  the  great  natural  advantages  of  New- York,  arising 
Armd  its  geographical  position,  and  its  control  of  the  natural  ave- 
nnes  of  trade  between  the  valley  of  the  Mississippi  and  the  east, 
have  not  heretofore  been  appreciated.  Neither  do  I  undervalue 
the  enlargement  nor  the  advantage  it  will  afford  to  commerce. 
*  The  honor  and  the  intoest  of  the  State  of  New-Tork  require  its 
completifHi  and  that  of  the  other  pabllo  works.  But  it  must  not 
be  lai^Msed  that  In  tb^  management  the  principles  of  economy 
«afi  be  violated  with  impunity.  Any  system  of  fkvoritinn  to- 
ward individaals  or  localities,  any  neglect  to  Beimre  loans  nptm 
the  most  farorable  terms,  and  to  expend  money  in  the  molt 


jadioloiu  HMOaer  will  be  attuided  by  calimltoiu  miUtf. 
The  oaoals  belongiiig  to  the  State  of  New-York,  no  longer  mo- 
nopolize our  internal  coounerce.  Hereafter  they  must  compete 
not  only  with  riral  routa  In  other  Stetei,  and  that  throoght  Lake' 
Ontario  and  the  St  Lawrence,  bat  also  with  theentMpiiae,  energy 
and  ekill  of  its  own  ckizrast 

The  reports  of  the  railroad  eompaniei  will  show  an  immense 
increase  o£  their  receipts  for  the  transportation  of  freight.  Many 
entertain  the  opinion  that  they  will  in  a  few  years,  to  a  great 
extent,  divert  oonuneroH  fnsn  the  canals.  I  do  not  concnr  in 
these  views ;  bat  if  they  should  prove  to  be  trne,  the  oanals  would 
be  of  great  value  in  oontroliog  Uie  rates  of  transportation.  While 
they  are  in  good  order,  and  onder  Judicious  managemeat,  eom- 
biaatioDS  cannot  be  successfully  fbtmed  to  the  detriment  of  the 
public  inteivat. 

^ur  public  works  require  constant  watchfulness  against  anne- 
eesiary  expense  of  «onstmction  and  man^ement.  Every  dollar 
unwisely  expended,  creates  an  injurioas  tax  upon  thdr  eom- 
meroe.  While  moderate  expenditures,  judloioasly  applied,  will 
floish  our  Systran  oF  internal  navigation,  unless  rigid  economy  fa 
exertdsed  on  the  long  lines  of  our  onfloished  ouials,  the  amount 
proposed  to  be  raised  by  the  amendment  to  the  Constitation,  will 
be  expended  without  effeetlDg  their  completion,  leavii^  them  en- 
onnhered  with  an  increased  debt,and  heavier  charges  uponthcon 
for  interest  and  sinking  fund  aecounts. 

The  history  of  our  canals  prior  to  1836,  and  sinee  that  period, 
shows  how  much  can  be  accomplished  by  an  eoonomioal  and  judi- 
cious application  of  moderate  sums  of  money,  and  how  little  is 
effected  by  profuse  expenditures. 

Before  the  year  1835,  the  State  of  New- York  mode  656  miles 
internal  navigation,  connecting  the  Hudson  river  with  the  Erie, 
Ontario,  Cayuga,  Seneca  and  Crooked  lakes,  at  a  cost  of  only 
|11,6S3,659.96.  The  Erie  canal  connecting  the  Hudson  riva 
with  the  great  lakes,  cost  t7,143,78&.86.  The  saeeessfol  eom- 
plettonof  the  public  works  in  1835,  and  the  extinguishment  of 
the  debt  created  for  their  eoHstructioQ  was  a  Just  cause  for  con- 
gratulation. None  of  the  works  oiHnmenced  since  that  time  have 
been  finished,  although  more  than  $26,000,000  have  been  expend- 
ed upon  them.  These  facts  show  that  Um  efficiency  of  appropria- 
tions depends  less  upon  their  amount,  than  upon  the  wisdom, 
eeonomy  and  fidelity  with  which  they  are  applied. 

When  in  1835,  the  State  officers  advised  the  enlargement  of 
the  Erie  caoal,  they  stated  that  the  "net  proceeds  of  the  tolls  for 
1835, 1836,  and  1837,  would  probably  be  sufficient  to  pay  the 
balance  of  the  debt,  and  meet  ihe  disbursements  (m  the  oontracts 
fbr  doubling  the  locks ;"  and  "  after  that  period  the  net  proceeds 
of  tolls  would  be  sufficient  to  meet  the  lUsbnrseBieBts  necessary 
fyt  hnpcoving  and  enlarging  the  canal,  without  having  reoonras 
to  new  loans  tar  that  purpose."    if  their  p^i*7  had  bean  ad- 
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hned  to,  our  eansls  mmld  now  be  4xniipl«t«il.  Bejvnd  kMpli^ 
tfaem  in  re^Mii*,  Biboe  th«  old  debt  was  paid,  Oicre  has  been  re- 
ceiTcd  for  tolls,  about  $32,000,000,  the  whole  of  which  might 
hm  been  applied  to  our  pnblio  works,  IT  we  hdd  boirowpd  do 
money.  Thda  amount  woald  not  only  have  completed  them  but 
they  would  have  been  saved  fh>m  any  suspension,  for  the  State 
would  hare  been  b^roud  the  reach  of  flnanolal  rerulBlons,  while 
iteipended  only,  its  ample  smplut  rerennes.-  Their  disburse- 
ments, in  periods  oS  pecuniary  distress,  would  have  relieved  our 
eitiseos  by  giving  employment  to  labor,  and  our  State  would  have 
been  saved  from  the  dlBcredlt  of  borrowii^  money  in  eompetitioo 
with  its  own  oitizens ;  of  delaying  payments  to  its  contractors,  or 
etnpeUii^  them  to  take  at  pa  Its  stocks,  when  they  were  selling 
tannarketat  adisoDUQtof  10  («  15per  cent. 

Is  ocatrast  With  the  condition  which  our  canals  and  their 
fiDuwes  would  have  shown  if  we  had  adhered  to  the  views  of  Ae 
State  offietft  in  1S35,  we  find  that  no  pnttlio  work  commenced 
9uee  that  time  has  baen  Unified,  and  our  canal  debt  now  amounts 
10(17^0,000. 

The  Surplus  revenues  of  our  canals,  devoted  by  the  Constitnttoh 
to  tbelt  dompletion,  were  reduced,  for  the  flflcal  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 80,  186S,  to  $380,000,  aad  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sep- 
leuber  80, 18&8,  to  ^20,000.  In  one  year  Irom  the  1st  of  June 
next,  tbe  GonitltuttoD  reqniresthat  the  additional  sum  of  |400,000 
from  the  rerentMS,  shall  be  applied  for  the  extinguishment  oltbe 
existlug  dabt.  Unless  there  shall  be  a  lai^  increase  in  the  reve- 
imts,  or  tile  expense  of  keeping  the  canals  In  repair  shall  be  ma- 
taiially  lessened,  there  will  be  so  money  applicable  to  them,  or 
in  ease  the  pressed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  h  adopted  to 
tte  pigment  of  intereat  on  tbe  new  debt. 

It  the  law  of  Id&l  had  not  been  declared  usconstifutlonal,  It 
would  have  filled  in  Its  object,  ^e  loans  to  be  made  under 
it  were  predicated  solely  upon  the  surplus  revenues  of  thecanals. 
The  revenue  certificates,  which  were  sold  to  the  amount  of 
$1^,000,  produced  in  market  less  than  one  percent  above  par, 
while  tbe  stocks  of  the  State,  bearing  the  same  interest  and  paya- 
ble about  Ute  same  time,  were  selling  at  a  preminm  of  16  per 
oat.  In  that  year  the  surplus  revenues  of  the  canals  amounted 
to  |90O,OOO.  They  have  ^noe  fallen  to  $200,000,  and  In  a  little 
nan  than  a  year  ttoia  this  time  theooostitutional  provisions  will 
sbsori)  this  surplus,  and  $200,000  annually  in  addition. 

The  bilnre  to  dlq>0Be  of  the  revenue  certificates,  would  have 
tendered  it  necessary  to  suspend  the  works  under  that  law,  and 
onr  canals  would  have  bee^  burdened  with  an  increase  of  in- 
drtttednee*,  without  affording  any  additional  facilities  to  naviga- 
tion.  liie  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution,  guards  against 
anyfaUnre  to  boiiov  the  amoonts  needed,  as  the  bonds  will  be 
bMad  upon  thv  credit  of  the  State,  and  even  should  the  surplns 
rarsDOM  be  tamtk^eatj  ttwkolden  viUb»assared  of  the  prompt 
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. .  psymeot  of  tltedr  intereat,  and  the  lUUmste  paymeDt  of  the  prin- 
cipal. If  the  stocks  of  the  State  umtihue  to  bear  the  premhima 
which  they  now  commaod  in  market,  the  aavins  by  having  theis 
based  upon  the  public  security,  Instead  of  limiting  them  solely 
to  the  surplus  revenues,  will  amount  to  about  |2,000,000. 

The  condition  of  our  canals,  at  this  time,  demands  expoid^ 
turea  upon  tbem  beyond  the  amoofit  of  their  sorplus  revenoea. 
If  the  improvement  which  I  have  suggested,  shall  be  made  at 
once,  and  any  fnrther  diversion  of  their  basiness  prevented^ — 
and  if  the  money  which  shall  be  applied  to  their  completion 
shall  be  judiciously  erpended,  and  stringent  measures  are 
adopted  to  diminis'h  the  expense  of  keeping  them  in  repair,  their 
net  revenues  may  be  so  &r  increased  as  to  prevent  the  necessity 
for  any  resqtt  to  taxation  on  account  of  our  present  indebledneas, 
or  that  which  we  may  create  for  the  benefit  of  oar  unfinished 
pg^Uo  works. 

The  last  Legislature  adopted  efficient  measures  to  relieve  the 
General  Fund  from  its  embarrassments,  anci  to  increase  its  re- 
sources and  revenues.  In  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 
1862,  the  income  of  this  fund  was  #188,343.63  less  than  the 
charges  upon  it.  The  deflcieney  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sep- 
tember 30, 1863,  was  |230,8S9.43,  making  an  aggregate  indebted- 
ness at  that  date  of  $119,216.96.  To  pay  this  indebtedness,  and 
to  relieve  the  public  creditors  who  held  demauds  against  the  trea- 
sury for  work  on  the  canals,  the  State  tax'was  increased  finmon^- 
quarter  of  a  mill  to  one  mill  on  the  dollar  for  the  fiscal  year  «ul- 
ittg  September  30, 1864,  and  to  three-quarters  of  a  mill  for  the 
year  ending  September  30,  I8&5,  and  to  one-half  mill  for  eaeh 
year  thereafter.  Of  the  proceeds  of  the  mill  tax,  $140,000  la 
appropriated  to  the  payment  of  the  contracts  under  the  canal 
law  of  1861,  which  was  decided  to  be  unconstitutional.  #466,- 
467.47  is  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  drafts  drawn  upon  the 
Auditor  and  protested  for  want  of  funds,  and  for  other  debts, 
making  a  total  of  #606,467.47  which  will  be'paid  by  taxation 
this  year  for  canal  purposes. 

The  Constitution  forbids  the  creation  of  any  State  debt,  except 
in  certain  specified  cases,  yet  it  appears  that  a  debt  for  canal  and 
General  Fund  purposes  has  been  incurred,  amountiDg  to  more 
than  a  million  of  dollars,  in  direct  oooflict  with  this  provision. 
To  relieve  the  contractors  and  other  public  creditors,  and  to  save 
the  State  from  discredit,  the  last  L^^lature  was  compelled  to 
impose  a  heavy  tax  upon  the  people.  To  prevent  the  unconsti- 
tutional creation  of  debts  hereafter,  I  recommend  a  law  prohibi- 
ting any  pubic  officer  from  continuing  expenditures  or  drawing 
drafts  when  appropriations  have  been  exhausted,  or  where  there 
are  no  lunds  applicable  to  their  payment. 

The  law  designed  to  pay  the  debts  above  mentioned,  also  in- 
creases permanently  the  State  tax  imposed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
General  Fund  revenues  from  one-qmrter  to  ona-ludf  mill  on  th6 
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dollar.  This  ^w ill  make  the  aiDOnnt  of  Ae  anniml  tax  p&id  for 
the  rapport  of  tb«  governmeiit  about  tS00,0OO.  This  earn,  with 
other  revenues,  wriJI  be  ample  fur  ttiHt  purpone,  if  judieious 
noBomy  is  used,  unless  Ifaeaoflual  oosrributlo&cf  |200,000&om 
tkennal  resources  is  witNdrawn  under  the  operation  of  the  pro- 
posed ameDdiaent  to  the  Oonstliutioo.  If  this  ahonld  be  done,  It 
will  be  necessary  to  auppfy  the  defictoDcy  by  farth»  taxatioB.  I 
nSa  you  to  the  Comptroller's  report  for  valuable  auggeeticHiB  r&- 
spectiog  the  finances  of  our  governtn«iit. 

The  last  Legislature,  witb  entire  unanimity, adopted  resolatioas 
pKtpo^Dg  an  amendment  to  the  Conaiitatlon.  providing  additional 
gHuds  against  bribery  at  eleetions.  Its*piirpose  will  effectualty 
eiMnmend  it  to  yonr  fsTorable  oonsideration.  It  should  be  sab- 
laittei  to  the  action  of  the  people  at  the  same  time  with  thn  pro 
powd  amendment  In  relation  to  the  canals. 

SuriDg  the  past  year  iatetnperance  has  been  a  promlneBt  topic 
of  psblie  discussion  and  interest.  I  is  Justly  regarded  us  a  filiit- 
fal  Booree  of  misery,  destitution  and  crime,  and  its  eSects  are 
forced  in  a  painful  manner  upon  the  attention  of  thoae  who  are 
Rqnired  to  execute  the  laws.  Our  present  statutes  with  rei^pect 
to  liceoses'have  not  been  strictly  enforced  In  our  lai^e  oommer- 
oal  towns  and  cities.  It  is  difficult  to  say  If  this  la  owing  to 
the  defects  and  insufBciency  of  the  system,  or  to  the  natore  of 
the  snfajeet.  Various  statutes  have  at  dlfTerent  times  been  passed 
in  this  State  to  limit  and  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  ; 
but  heretofore  the  restraints  of  education,  morality  and  religion, 
and  the  efforts  of  philanthropic  individuals  and  associations,  have 
been  more  effective  than  legislative  enactments  to  check  tntempe- 
TaBce.  Its  evils  have  been  aggravated  by  the  practice  which  baa 
gieatly  hwreased  within  a  ftw years,  of  using  deleterious  druga  la 
Che  HiaBafaelare  of  Intoxicating  llqsors,  which  has  been  produo- 
tife  of  most  pernicious  effects  upon  the  mental  and  physical  con* 
AtkM)  of  those  who  use  them.  The  whole  sutrject  will  doubtless  . 
visage  your  attention.  It  is  surruund«d  with  difficulties  and  em- 
barnBamenta,  and  unless  the  lefclslation  in  regard  to  it  Is  Jud^ 
cwwsjitwill  increase  the  evil  which  it  is  so  important  to  prevent. 
Any  meaauies  which  you  may  adopt  shonld  be  fVamed  so  as  not 
to  cfHitict  with  well  settled  principles  of  legislatiouj  or  with  the 
i^Jits  of  our  citizens. 

IreBewthe  recommendatioBSoontfdnedin  mylastsnnnalmes- 
lage  in  relaUen  to  the  code  of  procedure. 

Iliose  who  formed  The  Kationat  Constitution,  felt  that  a  con- 
addated  gov«-nment  could  net  successfully  legislate  fen-  a  great 
awnlter  of  eommunitiee,  living  tinder  varied  conditions,  ocCupy- 
i^rmoos  with  different  climates,  soils  and  productions,  anS 
carh  requiring  for*  Itself  &  vast  amount  of  local  and  peculiar 
kfislatioB.  It  was  the  design  therefore  of  the  Convention  which 
froaed  that  inatmment,  to  combine  sovereign  States  In  a  manner 
wUeh  should  present  oompaut  and  imilad  sliength  against  foceiga 
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luTBSion,  and  to  give  tbem  ft  portion  of  dignity  and  infliience  In 
their  transactioRB  with  other  nations,  without  interfering,  except 
in  speciAed  cases,  with  the  powers  of  the  State  governments  in 
respect  to  the  general  objects  and  most  important  purposes  of 
legislation.  So  happily  was  our  Constitution  cooceivtid,  that  the 
fears  entertained  at  the  period  of  its  adoption,  that  It  could  not 
be  maintained  against  conflicting  local  interests  have  proved  en- 
•Utely  groundless. 

Although  the  number  of  States  has  Increased  iVom  thirteen  to 
thirly-one,  and  we  haTeiaadditioDjTastterritories,  some  of  which 
are  yet  unotganlzed  and  unpeopled,  there  is  no  reason  to  appre- 
hend, if  the  principles  of  our  national  Constitution  are  main* 
taiaed  In  their  strictness  and  purity,  that  the  time  will  ever  come 
when  it  will  be  overthrown,  or  cease  to  be  desirable  and  advan- 
tageous. 

From  the  period  of  the  fonndatlon  of  our  'government,  con- 
flieting  views  with  respect  to  the  powers  which  it  can  rightfully 
exercise,  have  divided  our  citizens  into  two  great  political  par- 
ties, and  most  of  the  questions  which  have  agitated  the  public 
mind  have  had  their  origin  in  difierences  of  opinion  with  regard 
to  the  measures  it  can  constitutionally  adopt.  Radkal  differ- 
ences of  constmction  have  been  manifested  in  discussions  with 
respect  to  alien  and  sedition  laws.;  protective  tarifi^ ;  the  estab- 
lishment of  banks;  extravagant  systems  of  internal  improvement, 
and  in  agitations  designed  to  induce  Congress  to  interfere  with 
the  peculiar  aCTalrs  of  the  people  of  the  different  States. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  our  government  will  always  be  sab- 
jeots  of  deep  interest ;  and  they  will  continue  tQ  excite  discus- 
sions and  to  create  party  divisions  and  organizations.  Heretofore 
the  views  of  those  who  contend  for  a  stiict  construction  of  tbe 
Constitution  and  a  maintenance  of  the  rights  of  the  states,  have 
usually  prevailed.  Under  their  policy  our  country  has  continued 
to  increase  in  power,  greatness  and  prosperity.  Its  Jurisdiction 
reaches  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and  its  territories  have 
beocnne  equal  in  extent  to  the  continent  of  Europe.  While  this 
policy  has  received  the  marked  approbation  of  our  people,  those 
who  concede  their  correctness  do  not  always  admit  their  applica- 
tion to  particular  measures.  At  different  periods  personal  inter- 
ests have  induced  many  to  sacrifice  the  restraints  of  a  strict 
oonstmiition  of  the  national  compact.  But  the  evils  which  have 
resulted  Irom  such  deviations  from  constitutional  principles,  have 
Boon  demonstrated  their  pernicious  tendency. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  citation  with  respect  to  slavery  in  the 
States;  the  measures  fpt  advancing  personal  interests  nnder  the 
oover  of  protective  tariff ;  for  profuse  expenditnrea  for  Interna] 
Improvements ;  for  the  support  by  the  public  treasury  of  different 
schemes  to  promote  private  wealth  ana  interest,  have  a  common 
origin  in  mistaken  views  of  constitutional  law.  These  erroneous 
views  are  sometimes  held  by  those  apparently  ooouiiyliig  antago- 
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Tdstie  positions,  yet,  their  projects  being  based  upon  slmllftr  ooni 
stnwtions  of  the  national  compact,  their  respective  supporters  arty 
v\Um&tely  led  into  harmonious  action,  however  conflicting  their 
\>ar90SeB  may  at  first  appear.  If  the  general  government  has  the 
•  right  to  incorporate  banks,  or  to  carry  on  extensive  systems  of  in- 
ternal improvement,  It  will  be  difScult  to  resist  the  ai^ument  that 
it  has  a  right  to  interfere  with  local  interest  in  other  respects. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  that  clear  and  correct  views  of  the 
Constitution  and  of  the  rights  df  the  States,  should  exist  io  the 
minds  of  onr  people.  It  should  be  understood  that  interference 
with  the  local  a^rs  of  the  different  States,  Is  not  to  be  avoided 
from  motives  of  expediency,  but  from  the  higher  and  stronger 
oonsiderations  of  constitutional  limitations,  restrictions  and  obli> 
gallons.  The  dignity  and  sovereignty  of  the  several  states  will 
best  be  secured  where  their  rights  are  cl^ly  appreciated  and  ful- 
ly reo^nised,  where  they  rely  upon  the  national  compact,  and 
not  upon  forbearance  fVom  Improper  assaults,  nor  upon  the  intru- 
sive guardianship  of  those  who  have  nothing  to  do  with  their  lo- 
cal institutions.  Their  rights  should  be  defended  by  the  barriers 
of  the  Ck>nstitutioB,  and  not  by  the  assumed  protection  of  indi- 
Tiduals  who  are  engaged  in  the  passing  excitement^  or  the  Bpecu- 
latire  projects  of  the  day. 

All  measures  of  government  which  ai«  calculated  to  banno- 
njse  conflicting  interests  and  calm  excitements,  should  be  firmly 
SDstained,  and  our  citizens  should  be  invoiced  tocherish  fraternal 
feelings  among  the  people  of  the  different  states  of  the  Union. 
But  these  considerations  should  not  be  substituted  in  the  place  of 
coDStitDtional  rights  or  solely  relied  npon  to  the  exclusion  of  the 
eoaatitntional  compact,  to  preserve  and  perpetuate  our  pcditical 
institutions. 

The  chief  magistrate  of  our  Union,  in  his  late  message  to  Con- 
gress, has  avowed  his  approval  of  the  distinctive  doctrines  which 
vere  entertained  and  expressed  by  Presidents  Jefferson  and  Jack- 
son In  their  communications  to  Congress.  Whatever  conflicts  of 
opinion  may  luve  existed  heretofore  with  respect  to  partleular 
questions  which  have  excited  the  public  mind,  and  irhich  may 
for  a  time  Iiave  obscured  in  the  apprehension  of  some,'true  views 
of  our  national  compact,  all  who  concur  In  the  purpose  of  main- 
taining the  provision^  of  that  instrument  and  preserving  the  pa- 
rity of  our  congressional  legislation,  will  sustain  and  nplwld  the 
views  which  he  has  expressed  and  the  policy  which  he  has  mark- 
ed out.  By  doing  so  tbey  will  not  only  put  an  end  to  al]  sec- 
donal  agitatioBS  under  whatever  pretexts  commenced  or  eon- 
finned,  but  also  to  the  practice  becoming  eo  common  of  resorting 
to  the  national  capital  with  designs  of  perverting  Its  legislation 
to  purposes  of  pecuniary  gala.  It  will  then  cease  to  be  true  that 
the  humble  claim  for  redress  for  conceded  wrongs  is  often  over- 
looked, while  equivocal  measures,  making  large  drafts  upon  the 
xer«iuM  of  tKe  people,  aie  BOBtaloed  and  carried  through  by  the 
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iDflaeuoe  of  the  rery  funds  vhloh  tb«7  draw  from  the  pablie 
treasury. 

-  At  \  this  time  the  people  would  approve  of  a  law  graatiog 
the  pablic  lands  to  actual  settlers.  Necessary  impruTemeuts 
can  best  be  promoted  in  out  new  states  by  giving  th«m  a  popa- 
UtioD  which  will  cultivate  their  soil  and  iucrease  their  re- 
sources, rather  than  by  bestowing  the  natiimal  domain  In  large 
quantities  upon  a  few  individitals  engaged  in  speculative 
schemes  who  will  hold  ihem  from  occupation  until  they  can  com- 
maod  the  highest  prices,  A  distribution  of  these  lauds  to  actual 
settlers  will  be  a  humane  measure,  afiordiug  homes  to  the  desti- 
tute, empliiyment  to  labor,  aoti  creating  wealth  by  increasing  the 
produciions  of  the  soil.  Improvements  constructed  by  individual 
enterprize,  and  managed  with  economy  and  skill,  will'  follow 
'  opoo  the  path  of  the  hardy  settler,  while  our  government  will  be 
saved  from  the  evils  which  threaten  it  from  the  corruption  of 
l^isUtion  and  fi-om  the  exercise  of  unconsiilutional  powers. 

New- York  has  an  historical  interest  in  a  faithful  and  rigid  com- 
pliance with  ihe  rfStrictlonR  of  power  cnniained  in  the*  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Unired  States  and  in  its  amendments. 

There  were  those  in  the  convention  which  formed  th^t  inftra- 
ment,  who  wished  to  create  a  consoltdttted  government  and  anni- 
hilate iocal  legislatures,  and  others  who  sought  to  give  a  prepon- 
derating Influence  to  the  larger  states,  by  inequalities  of  repre- 
sentation founded  upon  wealth  and  population.  Although,  at 
that  day,  its  ample  territory,  its  fertile  soil,  and  its  commandltig 
position,  gave  assurance  of  future  wealth,  population,  and  great- 
ness, the  delegntes  from  New-Tork  strenuously  opposed  fhese 
. schemes,  and  asseirted  the  equality  of  the  local  governments  and 
their  rights  of  sovereignty.  A  majority  of  its  delegates  withdrew 
from  the  oonvention  when  the  principles  of  equality  were  im- 
paired. It  adopted  the  Constitution  reluctantly,  because  its 
language  admitted  of  constructions  dangerous  to  the  rights  of  the 
states,  and  its  assent  was  accompanied  by  a  resolution  "  that  the 
CoDstitutioS  be  ratified  in  full  confidence  that  the  amendments 
proposed  Hlf*thi8  convention  will  be  adopted." 

The  amendments  which  this  State  was  chiefly  instramental  in 
procuring,  secure  the  f^^e  exercise  of  religion,  freedom  of  speeeh, 
and  the  right  of  the  people  to  bear  arms  and  to  petition  for  re- 
dress of  grievances.  They  shield  the  persons  and  property  of  our 
citizens  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures'  by  regulating 
criminal  proceedings,  and  preserving  the  right  of  trial  by  jury. 
To  prevent  misconstruction  and  ^buse  of  power,  our  State  de- 
manded the  amendments  which  declare  that  "  the  enQmeratioD 
of  certain  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to  deny  or  disparage 
others  retained  by  the  people,"  and  that  "  the  powers  not  delega- 
ted to  the  United  States  by  the  Constitution,  nor  prohibited  by  it 
to  the  States,  are  reserved  to  the  States  respectively."  These  artl- 
elee  eonstitate  the  gi«at  baxrlen  against  the  encroftUuKBts  of  (he 
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^oal  gDT«mment,  aad  the  prindpal  defencM  to  tke  righti  and 
Bovereignty  of  the  States,  and  lie  liberties  of  our  citizens.  The 
great  principles  which  New-Yoric  asserted  at  the  period  of  the 
adopUoD  of  the  Conitltutioa  in  behalf  of  the  serend  states,  and 
of  the  Jt%ht8  of  the  people,  it  'wiU  oontlaoe  to  "i»iiifnit|  and 
defend. 

The  past  history  of  oar  State  aikl  Kation  admonish  tu  that  tlieir 
prosperity  and  progress  are  best  promoted  by  rigid  economy  in 
the  manageraeBt  of  their  affairs,  and  by  strict  complianoe  with 
the  rvqQirements  of  their  reapecdve  consdtutioQS. 

J  shall  cordially  co-operate  with  you  in  every  measore  calcula- 
ted to  advance  the  interests  or  welfare  of  the  people  of  this  State.

Mr.  D.  P.  Wood  offered  for  the  consideration  of  the  Housethe 
following  preamble  and  resolution : 

Wktreat,  the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitotlon  of  this 
State,  ms  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  proposed  la  the 
Assembly,  viz : 

Substitute  for  section  three  of  article  seven,  the  following : 

After  paying  the  said  expenses  of  collection,  superintendence 
and  repairs  of  the  canals,  and  the  sums  appropriated  by  the  first 
and  second  sections  of  this  article,  there  shall  be  appropriated  and 
set  apart  in  each  fiscal  year  out  of  the  surplus  revenues  of  the 
canals,  as  a  sinking  fund,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  as  it 
£dl8  due,  and  extinguish  the  principal  wlthfn  eighteen  years  of 
any  loan  made  under  this  section,  and  if  the  said  sinking  fund  shall 
Hot  be  eofficlent  to  redeem  any  part  of  the  principal  at  the  stipu- 
lated times  of  payment,  or  to  pay  any  part  of  the  Interest  of  such 
losDsas  stipulated,  the  means  to  satisfy  any  such  deficiency  shall 
he  procured  on  the  credit  of  the  said  sinking  fond.    AlUr  coffl- 
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plyiDg  with  the  for^;o1i;^  prorlflions,  there  eh&ll  be  pi^d  simnallf 
out  of  said  reveDues  Into  the  (reasurj  of  the  State  two  hundred 
thousaod  dollars,  to  defV&y  the  Decessary  expenses  of  government. 
The  remainder  shall,  in  each  fiscal  year,  be  applied  to  meet  ap- 
propriations for  the  enlaigement  and  completion  of  the  canals 
mentioaed  in  this  section,  until  the  said  canals  shall  be  comple- 
ted. In  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  the  remainder  shall  be  dis- 
posed of  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct,  but  shall 
at  no  time  be  anticipated  or  pledged  for  more  than  one  year  in 
advance.  The  Legislature  shall  annually,  during  the  next  four 
years,  approptiate  to  the  enl&i^ement  of  the  Erie,  the  Oswego, 
the  Cayuga  and  Seneca  canals,  and  to  the  completion  of  the  Black 
Biver  and  Genesee  Valley  canals,  and  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
looks  of  the  Champlain  canal,  whenever  froid  dilapidation  or  de- 
cay it  shall  be  necessary  to  rebuild  them,  a  sum  not  exceeding 
two  millions  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  revenues  of  the  canals  for  the  current  fiscal  year 
in  which  such  appropriation  is  made,  shall  be  applied  to  meet 
such  appropriation  ;  and  if  the  same  shall  be  deemed  insufGctent, 
the  Legislature  shall  at  the  same  session  provide  for  the  deficiency 
by  loan.  The  Legislature  shall  also  borrow  one  million  and  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  to  refund  to  the  holders  of  the  canal 
revenue  certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and>  eighty-five  of  the  laws  pf  tiie  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fiity-one,  the  amount  received  Into  the  treasury 
thereon.  But  no  interest  to  accrue  after  July  lat,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  flfty-flve,  shall  be  paid  on  such  certificates. 
The  provisions  of  section  twelve  of  this  article  requiring  every 
law  for  borrowing  money  to  be  submitted  to  the  people,  shall  not 
apply  to  the  loans  authorised  by  this  section.  No  part  of  the  re- 
venues of  the  canals  or  of  the  fnnds  borrowed  under  this  section, 
shall  be  paid  or  applied  upon  or  in  consequence  of  any  alleged 
contract  made  under  chapter  foyr  hnndrea  and  eighty-five  of  the 
laws  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  ex- 
cept to  pay  for  work  done  or  materials  furnished  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-twft.  The 
rates  of  toll  on  persons  and  property  transported  on  the  canals 
shall  not  be  reduced  below  those  for  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-two,  except  by  the  canal  board,  with  the  con- 
earregce  of  the  Legislature.  All  contracts  for  work  or  materials 
on  any  canal,  shall  be  made  with  the  person  who  shall  ofier  to  do 
or  provide  the  same  at  the  lowest  price,  with  adequate  security 
for  their  performance. 

^nd  whereat,  the  Said  proposed  amendment  was  then  agreed  to 
by  a  majority  ot  the  members  elected  t6  each  of  the  two  Houses, 
and  entered  oh  the  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  there- 
on, and  referred  to  the  present  Legislature  then  next  to  be  chosen.

Prayer  by  the  ReT.  Dr.  Spragae. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  vere  read  and  approved. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  S.  Baldwin, 

Leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  Mr.  L.  Miller,  for  one  week. 

The  ibllowing  appointments  were  made  by  the  Clerk,  to  bear 
date  January  3,  1854,  at  which  time  the  appointees  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  daties ;  George  P.  Avery,  William 
A.  Qilbert,  Charles  M.  Scholetleld,  Larren  B.  Sessions,  deputy 
clerks ;  Lather  Baxton,  librarian;  James  Aplln,  assistant  libra- 
rian ;  Thomas  E.  Osborne,  keeper  of  the  Assembly  chamber  ; 
William  E.  Halburt,  bank  messenger. 

This  being  the  day  prescribed  by  the  standing  rules  for  general 
orders.

Mr.  Sterling  presented  a  petition  for  the  passage  of  a  law  au- 
thorising the  Poughkeepsie  and  Salt  Point  plank  road  company 
to  erect  toll-gates  on  said  road,  which  was  read  and  referred  to 
the  oonunittoe  on  roads  and  bridges. 

Oibbfl  presented  the  petition  of  the  board  of.BaperrlMn  of 
the  eountjr  of  Livlngsfam,  for  the  repeal  of  the  law  of  1850,.

Therefore,  Resolved,  That  this  Board  deem  it  expedient  and  pro- 
per, that  the  Legislature  make  an  application  to  Congress  on  be- 
half of  the  State  oS  New- York,  for  a  grant  of  a  portion  of  the 
pnblie  lands  to  aid  in  the  enlargement  of  the  Ehle  eanal,  if  grants 
are  made  to  oUier  States  for  similar  objects ; 
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SasolMd,  That  a  copy  of  the  tbregoing  preuable  and  resola- 
tion  be  foririsbed  by  the  clerk  of  the  Soar4  to  the  Senate  and 
Assembly,  and  their  speedy  action  upoB  It  be  respectfully  re- 
qnested.

Resotvtdf  That  as  a  farther  nark  of  respect  for  the  memory  of 
the  deceased,  this  House  do  now  adjoom  to  meet  to-morrow  at  1ft 
o'clock. 

Mr.  Sterling,  (who  was  attsent  when  the  de^wtch  was  received) 
regretted  exceedingly  that  he  wa»  absent  on  the  reception  of  the 
D6wa  of  the  decease  of  hia  colleague,  as  oomntnnicated  to  tlie 
Boiise.  He  would  have  been  glad  to  have  learned  something 
more  of  the  early  history  of  the  deceased  that  he  might  point  oat 
more  of  it  to  llie  Honse. 

The  &ct  of  his  (Mr.  S.)  having  leeestly  became  a  resident  of 
the'  coButy  of  Datchese,  and  more  recently  made  the  acquaint- 
ance  of  the  deceased,  rendered  him  incompetent  to  give  at  length 
the  history  of  the  deceased.  But  this  was  an  event  which  must 
come  home  to  every  member  of  this  Honse  with  power. 

It  was  but  a  short  tlto^  since  that  his  eoUeagne  was  here  traiv 
acting  buslneiia  as  a  faithful  representative  of  liis  eonstitnenta. 
But  t)ie  aummons  of  death  bad  come,  and  be  has  gone  to  be  with 
UB  no  more  forever. 

While  we  know  that  his  loss  will  be  felt  most  by  those  wlio 
knew  him  beat,and  while  we  sympathise  with  those  most  Dear  to 
him,  yet,  as  members  of  this  House  we,  too,  feel  most  keenly  hia 
loss  from  our  midst. 

Mr.  S.  hoped  this  provldenee  of  God  would  operate  on  us  bene- 
ficially— that  it  would  act  as  a  warniog  that  our  duties  should 
always  be  discharged  with  &ith^lness,  and  that  while  we  know 
onr  responsibility  to  our  constituents,  we  should  also  be  aware  of 
our  responsibility  to  God.  We,  too,  may  be  called  to  give  an  ac- 
count, of  not  only  our  acts,  whidi  are  known,  but  of  our  motives, 
which  are  known  also,  and  scanned  most  thoroughly. 

Mr.  Benedict  then  arose  and  said — 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  cannot  let  this  opportunity  pass  without  saying 
s  word  In  behalf  of  the  deceased.   . 

I  became  acquainted  with  him  at  the  coamtencemeot  of  the 
session,  having  boarded  with  htm  while  residing  in  ^e  city,  and 
Was  much  struck  with  ^ts  a)[Ttitable  qualities.  Booyant  with 
hopej  he  had  expressed  to  me  the  regret  be  should  feri  to  part 
with  m>  many  friends  he  bad  ibtmd  here  when  the  sesaloa  dioakt

tAtm.  Hla  company  and  Msoeiatioes  were  a^eeableaod  pleas- 
ant. 

A  feir  days  before  he  returned  faooie,  we  ascertained  he  was 
ailing.  He  appeared  to  haFe  a  barning  fever  withio,  and  he  was 
ooDStant  in  his  ealle  for  cold  water  to  quench  his  thirst.  We  ad- 
rtaed  him  to  go  hMae,  where  kind  attentioDs  and  ease  of  mind 
OBlght  restore  him  to  health  again  and  enable  him  to  return  to  his 
seat,  and  resame  his  duties  in  this  cfaunber.  But  instead  of  that, 
the  solemn  annonncement  fell  upon  our  ears  a  few  moments  since 
that  he  had  "  gone  to  that  bourne  from  whence  no  trwellef 
retnrna." 

How  clearly  then  does  this  sudden  and  sfflietive  dispensation 
of  Divine  ProTideace  demonslmte  the  solemn  tm^,  "  that  in  the 
midst  ol  life  we  ai>e  in  death." 

Mr.  Speaker  put  the  qnestion  whether  the  House  would  agree 
to  the  s^d  i«solutioiis,and  it  was  determined  in  the  atBrmatlTe. 

Mr.  Speaker  thereupiiD  declared  the  House  adjourned  till  to- 
iDurrow  at  ly  o'clock.

After  some  time  ^nt  ther«On,  Mr.  Speaker  resnmed  the  chair, 
and  Mr.  R.  J.  Baldwin,  txom  said  committee,  reported  progress 
upon  the  afbresaid  bill,  and  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  sit  again. 
A'message  fnna  the  Governor  was  received  and  read,  return- 
ing, with  lus  ottjeottons  to  the  same  beeomtog  a  law,  the  bill  enti- 
tled as  follows: 

"An  act  to  appoint  commissioners  to  investigate  and  examine- 
Into  the  pecuniary  afialrs  and  condition  of  the  several  State  Pris- 
ons, and  to  report  thereon ;  and  alto  such  laws  as  they  may  deem 
pr(^>er  for  the  better  r^olation  and  discipline  of  said  PrUons,  to 
the  Legislature  of  thisSute." 

ExxcuTiTX  Cbambeb,  Albany,  April  14, 1854. 
HoR.  BoaBKT  H.  PacYtr,  Sptaktr  of  tht  JUnmbly : 

I  retaro  to  the  Assembly,  with  my  otjeetions  to  Itt  becoming  a 
law,  "An  act  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  Invettlgata  &nd  exam- 
ine into  the  pecuniary  affairs  and  cobditioB  of  the  Mveial  State 
Prlfoiii,  and  to  report  thereon,  and  also  such  laws  as  they  may 
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•ieein  pn^Mff  for  the  better  regidation  anddisefplineof  i^iaja- 
•ous,  to  the  L^Islatore  of  this  Slate." 

The  bUl  pioTidet  that  it  shall  be  the  dnfy  of  the  ComptKllcr 
to  appoint  three  CommiBsionets  to  foake  the  piopoeed  examina- 
tions, and  he  ia  also  repaired  to  appoint  a  Cle^  uid  Se^eantat- 
Arms.  The  Treanirer  of  the  State  is  directed  to  pay,  &(Kn  tioie 
to  time  npon  the  warrant  ot  the  Comptroller  to  each  of  the  aid 
Commissionen,  the  Clerk-  and  the  Sei^eant-at-Anns  respeetirelj, 
fMh  mm  or  snms  as  the  Comptroller  shall  oertifj'  to  be  a  reeeon- 
able  compensation  for  their  services  tuder  this  act. 

By  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  three  Inspectors  of  State  Pris- 
ons are  elected  by  the  people,  and  are  paid  Crwa  the  pnblic  tteas- 
ury  for  performing  the  duties  which  this  bill  eonfers  upon  tite 
commisslonen  to  be  appointed  by  this  Comptroller.  The  poweii 
of  the  Inspectors  are  clearly  d^oed  by  oar  laws,  and  they  em- 
brace every  otject  contemplated  by  this  bill.  The  informaHoD 
which  it  is  proposed  to  get  by  this  «xpeBStre  commisaioD'  «an  be 
■obtained  from  public  officers  who  are  liable  to  be  Impeached  if 
they  are  guilty  of  an^  neglect  of  dn^.  The  practice  of  appoint- 
ing legUatire  or  other  commteiona  to  be  paid  for  the  pwform- 
«Bee  of  ditties  wUeh  belong  to  public  officers  faai  been  attended 
-irith  great  expesse  and  no  pnaticnl  benefits.  They  are  tieqnMrt- 
ly  got  np  for  the  purpose  of  giving  employment  or  bestowing  pat- 
ronage at  ^  expense  <tf  the  State. 

A  oomndttea  wag  appointed  in  ISfil  to  examine  tiie  eoodtlten 
of  our  prisons,  and  their  able  and  elaborate  report  made  in  IMl 
has  never  been  acted  npon  nor  feftirred  by  the  Legialattire.  Heae 
.  oommissioners  are  governed  by  do  roles  nor  fixed  objects  af  eo- 
■  quiry.  They  oflually  beeome  mere  partixan  InquisitiQau,  and 
iweir  reports  are  regard  with  bnt  little  reject  by  the  public, 
^while  their  assumptions  of  powers,  which  bdoi^topubliei^ffieets, 
inlcsse  the  latter  from  theb  appropriate  respondbilities.  Sound 
/policy  teqotres  that  public  offiowa  abonld  be  held  to  a  strict  per^ 
iltmuaaoe  <rf  their  duties.  If  the  State  Prison  Inspectors  have  neg- 
ilMted  tbeiiB  they  should  be  impeached.  Oar  laws  ptiwide,  if 
.  'dieyaregaU^  oT  ndsoonduotor  malvosatlon  In  office,  tiut  the 
'£xecatlve  shall  remove  them. 

The  Constitatlon  directs  that  the  Governor  shall  «*  talA»  eare 
-  that  the  laws  are  fully  exeeuted."  I  shall  obsuve  ttis  direetirai, 
not  only  with  respect  to  the  Slate  Prtatm  Inspectors,  irat  in  ttngud 
to  all  other  officers,  so  far  as  my  authority  extends.  Cora|didnts 
-are  made  that  the  Prisons  of  the  State  are  not  properly  managed 
with  regard  to  their  finances  and  in  other  respects.  In  addition 
to  the  examination  made  by  the  legislative  committee  In  1851, 
my  predecessor,  in  18(2,  directed  an  investigation  Into  the  afbin 
<tfthePriaoD  at  Auborn.  I  shall  examine  into  the  oomplsinis 
which  are  made  at  this  time,  and  dudi  take  eare  that  th«  offieers 
^the  PtlsiHis  perfons  their  duties,  and  gtre  to  the  Le^latare 
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and  theiHdaie  AiU  awl  «KpUdt^Aianatfoii  n^Mttng  th*  madh- 
tion  uod  inuisgem«iit  of  the  instftattons  under  their  ebarge. 

The  Balatary  bill  which  recently  passed,  establishing  a  Bound 
flnanolal  system  for  our  Prisons,  will  pat  an  end  to  the  creation 
of  any  more  debts,  and  will  enable  the  officers  to  manage  them 
hereafter  with  more  tcooomy,  as- they  will  be  able  to  pay  prompt- 
ly for  eTwy  article  they  may  buy  for  tlie  Stat*. 

The  blU  which  I  return  is  Also  ot>iectionable  because  it  confltots 
with  the  distribution  of  powers  and  daties  of  the  sereral  braneheR 
eftbe  State  goremment,  made  by  the  Couatltution.  The  differ- 
ent departments  derire  their  clearly  defined  powers  from  a  com- 
mon source,  and  they  should  be.kept  within  &eir  respective  and 
proper  limits.  For  this  reason  I  have  not  responded  to  legislative 
xesolations  of  enquiry,  which  have  been  addressed  to  me,  respect- 
ing the  performance  of  the  duties  conferred  upon  the  Governor  of 
(his  State  by  the  Constitution.  For  the  same  reason  I  object  to 
this  bill.  In  order  to  animate  all  branches  of  the  Slate  govern- 
toent  with  a  sense  of  their  appropriate  duties,  it  Is  important  that 
the  rights  of  each  shonld  pe  understood  by  themselves  and  the 
pohlic. 

The  consUtntional  distribution  of  power  among  the  Legislative 
Judicial  and  Executive  departments  should  be  observed  and  re- 
spected. It  enables  the  people  of  the  State  to  attach  tlie  proper 
responsibilities  to  the  different  public  officers.  It  is  essential  to 
wise  and  intelligent  legislation,  to  the  faithful  performance  of  du- 
ty, and  the  protection  of  private  rights  and  public  interests.  All 
tiie  objects  ofthe  bill  are  amply  provided  for  by  constitutional 
directions  and  statutory  enactments.  The  bill  will  cause  nselfiss 
expense,  and  is  not  cousistent  with  sound  policy.  I  do  not  dooM 
that  the  State  Prison  Inspectors  will  perform  thdr  dutiaa.  If  they 
do  not,  I  Ehall  "  take  care  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  exec^tect" 
HORATIO  SEYMOUE.

I  solicited  your  co-operation  and  support  so  long  as  my  adminis-

tlali^. 

During  the  entire  sessian  no  appeal  has  been  taken  f>om  my 
dedsion-of  the  Chair.  A  fact  so  unnsnal,  if  not  unprecedented, 
by  no  means  proves  that  the  decisions  of  the  Chair  havb  almys 
been  ooirect.  But  I  think  I  have  a  rfg^t  to  infer  froih  it,  that  you 
hare  been  convinced  that  I  have  ainied  to  be  imp«rtial,  and  have 
been  actuated  by  honesty  of  purpose. 

A.  greiU  moral  question, wMch has  eiciteddeepfedingthrou^- 
out  this  State  and  country,  has  been  for  a  long  tisM  under  your 
consideration.  The  known  different  of  opinion  relative  to  that 
measure  vhicb  has  existed  between  the  Chair  and  a  laige  major- 
ity of  this  House,  has  rendered  my  position  oDe  of  unosoal  ^ffi< 
cnlty  and  ddicac?-  That  I  haV'^  been  able  toaaeetyourapproral 
in  all  the  phases  Hud  excitement  of  the  dlsou&aton  of  tb^t  mes' 
sure,  has  horded  .me  the  oust  j^lbund  satisiaotion. 

MJmy  laws  of  great  unportance  have  beet^  psssei}  by  ttus  Legis- 
lature. You  have  revistd  and  perfected;Our  great  and  beneficent 
system  of  public  iattruetion.  You  liaT«  ,rem^bered  the  orphan 
and  ministered  to  the  in^no  and  sick  by  liberal  appropriatloDs. 
You  havB  applied  the  axe  to  tlie  root  of  abases  nUch  have  ex- 
isted is  our  priKMia,  and  subjected  their  officers  to  a  supervision 
and  contKil  which  will  save  a  vast  unouot  to  the  public  treasury. 
In  obedience  to  the  popi^lar  will,  most  eiQphatica% ,  expressed, 
you  have  caused  those  great  public  works  to  be  resumed,  which 
win  prove  a  lasting  monument  to  the  patriotism  and  wisdom  of 
those  who  have  preceded  us,  and  a  source  of  iucalciUable. wealth 
to  those  who  shaU  sDoceed  us. 

The  judgment  of  the  public  has  already  in  some  measur*  been 
passed  upon  your  official  conduct.  It  has  been  generally  con- 
ceded that  yon  have  been  unusually  diligent  and  faithful  in  the 
discharge  cf  yonr  public  duties,  ^d  that  an  unprecedented  har- 
mony has  marked  all  your  delibwatitau-  I  have  been  truly  for- 
tunate in  having  tor  mpassoeiates'gentl^nen  who  have  b^m  so 
deeply  and  eosatanUy  impsessed  with  the  gravity  of  their  respon- 
sibility. 

An  uunsually  Inge  nomber  of  the  neubera  of  this  House  were 
strangers  to  each  other  at  the  period  lOf  oar  assembling.  At  the 
hour  of  parting  we  cannot  fully  realize  the  number  and  tht; 
strength  of  the  frifmd^ips  we  have  fomed.  With  you,  as  with 
myself,  I  have  no  doubt  it  will  be  heveaAer  ibond  that  we  can 
look  back  to  the  period  of  our  brief  intercourse  and  find  no  time 
save  the  present  which  has  occasioned  any  emotion  of  reg^t  or- 
pang  of  sorrow. 

We  have  had  teveral  aduonltioiis  that  tomfaiy  of  us  this  raaj 
proTA  a  lait  fivowelia. ;  One  of  our  nunjlwr  Ins  beeu  unable  to 
meet  with  us.    So  critieal  is  hJs  situation  as  to  £wbid  the  hope 
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that  any  of  ua  will  ever  see  his  face.  Another,  who  was  with  hs 
a  brief  season,  and  yet  long  enough  to  become  endeared  to  us  by 
the  nnafTected  simplicity  and  amiability  of  liis  character,  whs  re- 
moved by  death  in  the  midst  of  his  usefulness.  Still  anotlier  has 
just  returned  from  the  pertbrmance  of  the  solemn  duty  of  com- 
mitting to  the  sepulchre  a  beloved  child,cut  down  without  waru- 
'ing  in  her  innocent  beauty.  An  unusually  large  number  of  oui 
associates  have  been  detained  from  their  duties  by  severe  and 
painful  sickness.  All  these  providenoes  admonish  us  also  to  hf; 
ready  for  that  great  assembly  where  yet  ^aJn  we  shali  set-  fnch 
other  face  to  face. 

Gentlemen,  if  at  any  time,  by  thought,  word  or  deed,  1  liave 
wounded  the  feelings  of  any  of  you;  if  at  any  time  I  have  even 
appeared  to  trespass  on  the  rights  of  any,  believe  me,  it  was  as  far 
from  my  purpose,  as  I  hope  it  is  foreign  to  my  nature,  (u  do  an 
intentional  wrong. 

For  each  and  all  of  you  I  entertain  sincere  regard  and  respect. 
I  solicit  a  place  in  your  kind  remembrance.  For  each  and  all  nI 
you  I  pray  there  may  be  io  reserve  an  useful,  honorable  and  Imppy 
life,  and  a  tranquil  death. 

Bidding  each  of  you  an  affectionate  farewell,  I  commend  yixi 
all  tu  the  care  of  that  kind  and  wise  Providence  which  sustaiiii* 
us  all;  and  now,  in  obedience  to  your  resolutnui.  ■leclare  this 
House  adjourned  without  day.
